économic-development package for 2006 
is— hands down — the most-important cul- 
tural initiative Massachusetts has seen in 
many years. 

Aimed at increasing jobs and bolstering 
tourism — the state’s second biggest indus- 
try — the measure would establish a struc- 
ture that over the next 10 years would in- 
vest $250 million in arts and cultural facili- 
ties, requiring recipients to match state in- 
vestment with privately raised funds. The 
result would be a sorely needed infusion of 
$500 million into our cultural infrastruc- 
ture. If approved as submitted, the measure 
would pump $26 million into the state 
economy next year. 

Culture, in all its various guises, is 
the keystone for the business of tourism, 
which — after education — is Massachu- 
setts’s most significant piece of economic 
machinery. 

What makes this piece of statecraft par- 
ticularly imaginative these lean times 
the cost to taxpayers, which would be zero. 
No new tax dollars would be needed to put 
the program in piace. The bill would appro- 
priate the $13 million already budgeted to 
finish paying off the debt of the Hynes Con- 
vention Center, which has been retired ear- 
ly. Instead, that $13 million would be used 
to purchase a bonded fund of up to 
$104 million — which, combined 
with already earmarked revenue 
from hotel and restaurant taxes, 
would provide a cash stream total- 
ing around $25 million a year. 
Institutions tapping into that 
money would raise the matching 
funds themselves. 

DiMasi’s proposal is a model of 
prudent, state-sponsored invest- 
Its aims are well targeted 
and the results will be sweeping. 

A bold initiative such as this 
doesn’t spring to life overnight. 
This one is the result of years of 
work and collaboration by the 
Boston Foundation, the Massachu- 
setts Cultural Council, the Massachusetts 
Economic Development Authority, the 
Massachusetts Office of Travel and Tourism, 
and some 
the most forward-thinking members 
of the General Court. It in no way 
diminishes the contribution of the entire 
group cite the vital role played the 
private Boston Foundation, which spon- 
sored scores of meetings and issued two 
landmark reports assessing need and 
suggesting action. 

Massachusetts, and particularly Boston, 
is graced with an abundance of cultural and 
arts groups — more, in fact, than most 
cities and states. The problem is that we 
haven't had enough money to support them

all sufficiently. DiMasi’s plan would help 
ease strain among the many competing 

for limited funds. It would enrich our cul- 
tural life, make tourism all the 
more attractive, and help energize 
the economy. 

Unfortunately, our divisive po- 
litical culture thrives on not getting 
necessary jobs done — especially 
when it comes to arts and culture. 
Why a state full of smart people is 
so often short-sighted is a mystery. 
In terms of dollars, culture con- 
tributes far more to the state econo- 
my than sports. Yet this often-cited 
fact is rarely acted upon. Here is an 
opportunity to cut through the 
mists of negativity that cloud good 
ideas. This is a great idea. It de- 
serves to be enacted, and DiMasi 
should be commended. 


KEEPING THE BALL ROLLING 
While Speaker initiative wel- 
come step in the right direction, those who 
care about the state of culture in Massachu- 
setts should view the proposal as an oppor- 
tunity, a platform on which to build aware- 
ness of ongoing needs. 

One reason we may take cultural institu- 
tions for granted is that we have so many of 


them. They’ve always been here, we reason. 


And we conclude — wrongly — that they al- 
ways will be. 

A simple idea would keep the issue 
literally in front of voters. It comes from 
Boston city councilor John Tobin, who repre- 
sents West Roxbury and Jamaica Plain. For 


several years he’s been talking up the idea of 
creating a special license plate to benefit the 
arts, like the special Red Sox plates that sup- 
port the Jimmy Fund, and the Cape Cod edi- 
tion, which supports conservation efforts. 

Here’s how it would work: 

A group responsible for funneling the 
money would have to be formed and ap- 
proved by the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 
The group would need to raise a bond of 
$100,000 to secure the issuance of what is 
known as a “distinctive plate,” as well as 
1500 applicants for such a plate. The group 
would also have to designate a specific insti- 
tution or funding group as the beneficiary. 

A design proposal for such a plate would 
be submitted to the registry for approval 
within 30 days. 

If enough people sign up for such a plate, 
which costs $40, the balance of the bond 
would be returned to the group to use as it 
sees fit. That $40, which would be charged 
on top of the usual registrations fees, would 
then go to the designee. 

The most successful plates so far have 
raised about $2.5 million. The organizing 
such effort requires would consider- 
able (and we've but touched on them here), 
but the benefits would be enduring.

never tire looking across 
the harbor at the Boston sky- 


line, at the city I have loved for so 
long, yet 1 do so now with a sense 
of loss. 

Downtown Boston is morphing 
into Anytown. For me, the loss of the 
Filene’s name is both a symbol of 
that transformation and part of a 
very personal tale. 

In the very hot summer of 1957, 
when I was 19, I was a stock boy at 
R.H. White’s Department Store on 
Washington Street, then the vibrant 
artery of Boston’s retail district. 

One day, all employees were 
summoned to the street floor, 
where a guy announced that after 
more than a century of business, 
White’s would be no more. It meant 
little to me, a summer hire, but to 
the sobbing saleswomen, the store 
had been their lives. I understood 
that in my head, but I hadn’t been 
on the planet long enough to feel in 
my heart what should have been 
proper sympathy. 

You have to live in one place 
for a stretch of time before you 
can grasp the trauma that often 
accompanies change. We mark our 
lives not only by marriages, births, 
war, and elections, but also by 
what is familiar to us. After all, 
my pals and I had felt stabbed in 
the back four years earlier when 
the Boston Braves moved to Mil- 
waukee, but I didn’t connect the 
two events. It was just as unthink- 
able that the Taylor family would 
sell the Boston Globe to the New York 
Times, that Jordan Marsh would be- 
come Macy’s, that the First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, and the 
John Hancock and Gillette compa- 
nies would be gobbled up by corpo- 
rations based elsewhere. 

For my generation, the big draw 
was not some paved-over plot of 
land in suburbia. It was Washing- 
ton Street, its sidewalks packed 
with people seeking bargains at 
Filene’s, Jordan’s, White’s, Ray- 
mond’s, Gilchrist’s, Kennedy’s, and 
other emporiums. 

My dad, Max, was a men’s-cloth- 
ing salesman at Filene’s. He dressed 
immaculately, wore a tape measure 
around his neck, and kept a card file 
with the names, phone numbers, 
and clothing preferences of his cus- 
tomers. Decades later, he often 
boasted to strangers, “I was in men’s 
clothing, 17 years in Filene’s.” 


You need not be related to a de- 
partment-store working stiff to 
share the memories of such places. 
Some wax eloquent about the 
Christmas window displays that 
transfixed them as kids or the fear 
they felt when mothers dragged 
them into the bowels of Filene’s 
Basement on a sale day. 

These days, retail personnel come 
and go. Loyalty between management

and workers has become a victim 
of the more corporatized, imper- 
sonal nature of American business 
in general. 

For a very long time, Filene’s, 
which opened in 1890, was touted as 
an example of enlightened capital- 
ism. Edward and A. Lincoln Filene, 
the sons of the company’s founder, 
William — an immigrant Prussian 
Jew — were innovators both in 


business and in social responsibility. 

They were progressives who 
pushed for workers’ compensation, 
profit-sharing, health clinics, 
credit unions, minimum wages for 
women, and the 4o-hour work 
week. With Louis Brandeis, long 
before he became a Supreme Court 
justice, and muckraker Lincoln 
Steffens, they fought for “reform” 
and good government. The Filene 
family donated heavily to universi- 
ties and the arts. 

Once upon a time in Boston, you 
could depend on local moguls to 
serve the public good. Sometimes 
they went too far, as with urban re- 
newal and airport expansion, but 
they could be counted on to weigh 
in when the city and its nonprofit 
institutions needed help. 

Beyond that, simply sadden- 
ing to ponder the loss of the famil- 
iar, and to reckon with the fact that 
the once-great Washington Street 
stores are either dead and gone or 
swallowed up in the continuing 
homogenization of America. 

Now, a half-century later, I 
finally understand in my heart 
what those women were sobbing 
about in the hot summer of 1957.

NEW SHOW RAISES IRE 


Who says bulimia isn’t funny? Well, some actual 
bulimics say so. But that hasn’t stopped the 
FX network from airing a new sit-com depicting 
thirtysomething men and women who suf- 


fer from eating disorders. 


“It’s ridiculous, and it’s demeaning to peo- 


ple who have eating disorders,” Kristin 


Tyman, director of project management at the 
Massachusetts Eating Disorder Association, in 
Newton, says of the show Starved. The organi- 
zation sent an e-mail to its 3000 members, en- 
couraging them to boycott the show. “It’s re- 
pulsive.... Things like this can potentially 


help people fall into eating disorders.” 


But Eric Schaeffer, the show’s creator, 
director, star, and writer — who himself has 
battled eating disorders has different take. “Many 
the story lines in Starved are derived [from] my own personal 


experiences and from other people I know who struggle 


with the disease,” he wrote in an e-mail statement. 
Schaeffer calls the National Eating Disorders Associa- 
tion’s campaign against the show “self-aggrandizing,” 


and contends that “contrary to their statements, it is pos- 
sible to produce a comedy series about a serious issue that 
is humorous, yet treats the subject matter in a respectful 
and poignant manner.” 

Yet a visit to the FX Web site does in fact 
raise the question: why? Everything from 
the characters (such as bisexual Billie, a re- 
covering anorexic and aspiring singer/song- 
writer, or Adam, “an active bulimic anda 
stubborn NYPD cop”) to the show’s absurd 
logo (which squishes the four main actors 
into a very large doughnut with sprinkles) 
seems, well, not funny. But the icing on the 
cake has to be that trailer itself, which de- 
picts Sam — an “anorexic/compulsive 
overeater” and commodities trader — rum- 
maging through a garbage can for ... chocolate cake. 
Slapstick comedy this isn’t.

Keys the Streets Fear 


SAVAGE ROCK 
RUNWAY STYLE 


Self-described “savage-rock punkers,” the 
Keys to the Streets of Fear believe in style. 
They believe in sharp neckties, collared 
shirts, and cleanly cultivated sideburns. 
They believe, as frontman Pasquale Timore 
puts it, that “T-shirts on stage are bull- 
shit.” But above all, they believe in Dior 
Homme fashion designer Hedi Slimane. 

KttSoF are so transfixed with Slimane 
— the 37-year-old créateur de mode whose 
suits have draped everyone from Brad Pitt 
to Karl Lagerfeld to Madonna — that this 
Friday at T.T. the Bear’s, in Cambridge, 
they’ll be celebrating their debut vinyl 
single, titled “Hedi Slimane.” A distor- 
tion-drenched homage to the Dior 
Homme designer, the muffled track’s 
English lyrics consist of four verses: “I 
want pants like Hedi Slimane/I want to 
dance like Hedi Slimane/Live in France 
like Hedi Slimane/I want to fuck like Hedi 
Slimane!” Even with the last line, the 
sludge-punk song got hyped in British Vogue 
and Women’s Wear Daily. 

The last line also the primary reason 
that the vinyl single is bilingual, with ver- 
sions pressed in French and English. “We 
didn’t know if anyone would play it on the 
radio with such an obvious, screaming 
swear,” drummer Guiseppe Ferraro (a/k/a 
Joe, who’s also a kit-pounder in the Curs- 
es) explains while loitering in a back alley 
behind Stel’s, the Newbury Street bou- 
tique where KttSoF will selling their 
own 10-piece fashion line starting this 
weekend, “So we just translated it into 


French, because we figured nobody would 
know what the hell we’re talking about.” 
The band’s Web site (www 
.Streetsoffear.com) asserts that they’re 
“the most stylish heterosexuals you 
know.” Even when three of the four mem- 
bers of KttSoF are hanging out beneath a 
fire escape, sucking down PBR cans and 
wearing Chuck Taylors (Slimane’s been 
known to pair his clothes with Converse), 
they’re all right angles and tucked shirts. 
Ferraro, a former haberdasher who once 
had to cut off his pants after he’d tailored 
them too tightly on his body, is dressed in 
a tie and neatly cuffed jeans. Timore, 
who bears an uncanny resemblance to 
sometime scribe Patrick Grenham, leans 
against a brick wall in a pinstriped shirt. 
Two-string guitarist/vocalist Elio DeLuca 
wears a zipper-slashed leather jacket with 
a popped collar. Their absent counterpart, 
a bassist named Sam who’s gone fishing 
for the weekend, has a long-standing rep- 
utation as a stylish dude. Recalls Timore, 
“Sam introduced me to tight pants.” 
When it came time for the Boston-based 
outfit to consider merchandise, they 
weren’t looking to wholesale T-shirts. In- 
stead, the foursome decided they’d rather 
have their own “extremely limited” line of 
“hot fast-action ladywear” that’d 
sell for around $100 a piece. So 


Timore went shopping at New York depart- 
ment store Century 21 and handpicked dis- 
counted articles — things like a red sleeve- 
less turtleneck, a tan sweater, and a ruffled 
skirt, designed by the likes of Martin 
Margiela and Diane von Furstenberg. 
Then, they got Jamaica Plain designer/ 
seamstress Robin Chalfin to add leather 
strips and tears, creating a 10-piece collection 
they describe as “clothing that looks like the 
girl who wears it goes to filthy rock shows 
and then goes home to do filthy things.” 
Back inside Stel’s, co-owner Tina Bur- 
gos is arranging a display window of head- 
less mannequins in KttSoF gear. “Can you 
roll up one leg like a bike courier?” asks 
Timore, pointing to a big-breasted man- 
nequin in expensive jeans. “I want her to 
look like she’s riding her bike to Hotville.” 
Timore takes a sip from his PBR can and 
then sighs. “You know, seeing a girl walk- 
ing around Boston in a T-shirt with our 
band logo doesn’t do much for me. Seeing a 
girl walking around in something from our 
fashion line — that would be so hot.”

The man who 


Al Aronowitz, the man who forever 
changed the history of rock music, died 
of cancer Monday at a hospital in Eliza- 
beth, New Jersey; he was 77. 

That’s the lead sentence Al would 
have wanted for his obituary. And, in 
truth, it’s the one he deserved. When 1 
traveled to New Jersey to profile him last 
fall (see “The Go-Between,” December 3, 

2004), I found a grizzled old codger living 
alone in a dimly lit shithole of an apart- 
ment. I also found one of the most inter- 
esting people I’ve ever met. 

If he were only remembered for being 
a pioneering rock critic in the early 1960s 
and a pioneering cyber journalist in the 
mid 1990s, Aronowitz’s importance to 
music and how it’s written about would 
be cemented. But it was his role as a he 
friend and facilitator —“Uncle Al, the 
man who introduces everybody to every- 
body,” as Art Garfunkel called him — that 
was his true legacy. 

On August 28, 1964, Aronowitz brought a 
skinny kid named Bob Dylan up to the Hotel Del- 
monico on Park Avenue, in New York, and intro- 
duced him to four guys named John, Paul, 
George, and Ringo. Then he rolled the five of ’em 
a joint of his own “evil weed” — a first for the 
lads from Liverpool. The meeting was “very awk- 
ward, very demure,” he told me. “Nobody want- 
ed to step on anybody’s ego.” But he knew right 
away that he “was brokering the most fruitful 
union in the history of pop music,” Aronowitz 
later wrote. “After they met, the Beatles’ words 
got grittier, and Bob invented folk rock.”

to seclusion and severe drug addiction. 
Before long, this one-time scenester was 
all but forgotten. But in 1995, his 
daughter introduced him to the Inter- 
net. If the newspapers wouldn’t hire 
him anymore, here was a limitless 
space this self-described “compulsive 
writer” could fill with his endless anec- 
dotes. Aronowitz cleaned up his act and 
in the intervening decade wrote daily 
for his online ’zine, The Blacklisted Journal- 
ist. Two self-published books, Bob Dylan 
and the Beatles and Bobby Darin Was a Friend 
of Mine, collected many of those articles. 
(It’s unclear whether Mick and Miles, the 
Jagger/Davis bio he was working on 
when he died, will be published. ) 

“He was a pivotal character,” says 
Aronowitz’s friend, poet and former 
White Panther John Sinclair, by phone 
from Detroit. “He opened the doors for so 
many people who wrote about popular 


music. And Bob Dylan turning on the Beatles was 


Aronowitz’s force of personality meant that, 
more than simply his subjects, these stars be- 
came his friends. Dylan wrote “Mr. Tambourine 
Man” in his kitchen. John and Yoko pho- 


tographed him without his pants. George Harri- 


son and Allen Ginsberg were his friends until 
their deaths. But Aronowitz could never treat 
them as equals. “I worshipped these people,” he 
told me. “I immediately recognized them as im- 
mortal, as giants, as icons.” 

The years after the ’60s weren’t kind. 
Aronowitz’s wife died of cancer in 1972. He lost 


one of the cataclysmic events of our time. It had 
so much impact on modern life.” 

“I was just a proud and happy shadchen, a Jew- 
ish matchmaker, dancing at the princely wedding 
I'd arranged,” Aronowitz wrote of that night. “I 
hate to think that putting Bob together with the 
Beatles is the only thing I'll ever be remembered 
for, but I think it certainly was the right thing to 
do, Hasn't the whole world benefited?”

A few weeks ago, we introduced you to 
Brooklyn indie agit-popsters Kids 
Against Combs, who'd just finished an album 
that used the private phone number Fox 
News loudmouth Sean Hannity as its title.

Sean Hannity (631) 673-8003 was set to be re- 
leased on July 21 by 10-34 Records. But, ac- 
cording to a press release sent out last week 
by the band, Kids Against Combs and 10-34 
were issued papers on July 15 from Hannity’s 
attorneys, “threatening to sue both parties if 
they proceeded with releasing an album 
named after Hannity’s home phone number 
and containing the political pundit’s home 
address in the CD’s liner notes.”

Kanning no 
longer works as an accountant; instead, he 
mows lawns in Keene, which lets him get 
paid under the table, tax-free. 

His real vocation, though, is fighting 
tyranny. Earlier this year, Kanning traveled 
to the Manchester airport and — carrying on- 
ly pocket-size copies of the Constitution and 
the Declaration Independence tried 
board a Southwest Airlines flight to Philadel- 
phia. There was just one catch: he refused to 
take off his shoes, and insisted that he not be 
frisked. (He also declined to provide identifi- 
cation.) As a result, Kanning was promptly 
arrested and jailed; a few days later, he pled 
guilty to a trespassing charge. 

Why did he do it? “We're not going to be 
free if we keep cowering at the airport,” Kan- 
ning explained as he stood outside his tent at 
PorcFest 2005, the Free State Project’s annual 
shindig. “When you watch people shuffle 
through there with their socks and their bags 
— dude! This is freedom?” 

most places, Kanning would dis- 
missed as an extremist. But here at PorcFest 
2005, he was a celebrity and a hero. (The 
porcupine, a friendly little creature you 
don’t want to mess with, is the project’s 
designated mascot.) 

“We need to start a revolution,” Kanning 


told me near the end of our conversation. “In 
the last revolution, we had to get to the point 
where we said, ‘No, no, I’m not paying taxes.

SIMPLE PLAN 

If things work out the way they’re supposed 
to, thousands of libertarians who share Kan- 
ning’s outlook will be flocking to New Hamp- 
shire in the next few years. The Free State 
Project was the brainchild of Jason Sorens, an 
earnest, baby-faced Yale PhD who received a 
hero’s welcome in Lancaster. Sorens’s 
epiphany was simple: move a large number of 
libertarians to a small state, where they can 
go about remaking the political landscape as 
they see fit. Libertarians who sign the pro- 
ject’s Statement of Intent — so far, about 
6600 in number — aren't agreeing to live in 
the same community, or to work toward a 
specific set of goals. They are, however, 
agreeing to move to New Hampshire no more 
than five years after the total number of sign- 
ers reaches 20,000. (New Hampshire got the 
nod after Free Staters chose it over several 
other states in a popular vote.) Once they’ve 
arrived, the theory goes, their libertarianism 
will permeate culture and politics — from 
school boards to the state legislature — lead- 
ing to the advent of “liberty in our lifetime.” 
At least, that’s the idea.

The Free State Project is still in its early 
stages, but it’s also off to a bit of a slow start. 
Four years in, the 20,o00-signature mark 
looks awfully remote. And only 100-some Free 
Staters have already made the trek to New 
Hampshire from points West and South. But “ 
their faith in the project’s potential seems 
both boundless and unshakable. Last Satur- 
day evening, libertarian hard-rock outfit 
serenaded the 500 Free Staters gathered at 
Rogers Campground and Motel, I asked 
Amanda Phillips, the project’s president, 
what she hoped its legacy would 
years. “I would love to see New Hampshire as 
a beacon of liberty for the rest of the country 
and the rest of the world,” replied Phillips, 
who is attending Harvard Law School this 
fall. “A place for the rest of the country and 
the rest of the world to look at and say, ‘Look, 
this is how these libertarian ideas will work 
in practice.’ And they’re going to work well. 
And many of them already work well.” 

It’s challenging — to put it gently — to 
imagine a future in which a bunch of New 
Hampshire libertarians tutors the rest of 
humanity on political fundamentals. For one 
thing, the Libertarian Party (LP) has never 
shown signs of becoming a national political 
force in its own right. The LP’s political high 
point came in 1980, when the Ed Clark/David 
Koch presidential ticket garnered about 
921,000 votes, or 1.1 percent of the national Ee 
total. Since then, the party’s presidential 
nominees have struggled to hit the half-percent 
mark; in 2004, Michael Badnarik topped out 
at just over 397,000 votes, or about a third of

a percent. Part of the problem is that the 
libertarian umbrella covers widely dis- 
parate elements: there are anti-taxers, 
gun-rights advocates, civil libertarians,

dancy. Conversely, libertarian types who 
see Civil liberties as paramount, or who 
want to stave off any reduction of repro- 
ductive rights, can hold their noses and 


vote Democratic. 


But while the major parties may have 
claimed the loyalty of salad-bar libertarians 


like these, they’ll never 
have the allegiance of 
purists like those in the 
Free State Project. For 
these men and women, 
the imperial arrogance 
and puritanical impuls- 
es of the Bush adminis- 
tration are repugnant. 
But so is the abiding De- 
mocratic commitment 
to some form of welfare 
state — and most state 
governments, which 
keep on taxing and 
spending and regulating 
education and banning 
smoking, are no better. 
(New Hampshire is a 
welcome exception: 
there’s no income tax 
and mandatory car 
insurance, and guns can 
be carried freely and 
openly.) In fact, for most 
Free Staters, politics in 
today’s United States is 
utterly debased. 

For die-hard libertar- 
ians, however, this sor- 
Ty state of affairs could 
be a blessing in dis- 
guise. After all, the 
worse things get, the 
more likely people are to 
realize that libertarians 
have the answer. And 
the past few weeks — 
which saw the US House 
and Senate reaffirm the 
Patriot Act, and the US 
Supreme Court deal 
blows to medical mari- 


juana and private-property rights — have 
given Free Staters plenty of new ammuni- 
tion with which to make their case. “I 
think the real problem we have is, it’s the 
frog in the boiling water,” said Seth Cohn, 
an affable techie who left Oregon with his 
wife in 2004 and now lives in New Hamp- 
shire. “Until the water gets hot enough, 
nobody jumps out. And if it turns up 
slowly enough, nobody ever jumps out. 
The water’s gotten pretty hot — and there 
are some of us that will want to go ahead 


and say, ‘No more.’” 


Badnarik — the ex-presidential candi- 
date, and a registered Free Stater — takes 
this argument even further. “I think the 
Libertarian Party will be the primary politi- 
cal party,” he told the Phoenix in Lancaster.

FREEDOM ISN’T PRETTY 

It’s impossible, after hanging around 
PorcFest for a couple of days, not to feel gen- 
uine admiration for the men and women 
involved with the Free State Project. In today’s 
United States, it’s cause for celebration when 
half the electorate simply turns out to vote. 
Contrast that with the commitment shown 
by the Free Staters, who are literally abandon- 
ing their old lives to build new ones based on 
political principles they hold dear. Further- 
more, while the frequent 
anti-tax griping in Lan- 
caster probably wouldn’t 
endear the project to most 
liberals, the ever-widen- 
ing scope of the Bush ad- 
ministration’s “War on 
Terror” has made libertari- 
ans’ darker dystopian vi- 
sions seem less far-fetched 
than they used to be. 

Still, it’s hard to imag- 
ine the Free State Project 
inspiring a true mass 
movement — and though 
it may sound odd, the 
problem is largely aesthet- 
ic. At the risk of painting 
in too-broad strokes, and 
with apologies where ap- 
propriate, the Free Staters 
are, on the whole, a some- 
what dorky bunch. They 
tend to look like people 
you'd see at a Star Wars or 
Dungeons and Dragons or 
Mensa or Linux conven- 
tion; the big difference is, 
they’re packing heat. 
(Hip-holstered handguns 
were one of the hottest ac- 
cessories at PorcFest.) 
Maybe this is inevitable: 
libertarians are still a mar- 
ginal subculture, and mar- 
ginal subcultures tend to 
attract individuals who, 
for whatever reason, are 
uncomfortable in the 
mainstream. But if the 
Free State Project wants to 
become the national focus 
for current and potential 
libertarians, a more polished public image 
wouldn’t hurt. 

Then again, the Free Staters seem to ap- 
preciate this challenge. Another discussion 
at PorcFest centered on whether to sign with 
an advertising agency — one run by a Free 
Stater offered his services reduced 
cost — in order to develop a more sophisticat- 
ed marketing campaign. This would risk 
compromising the project’s DIY ethos, but it 
could also be a boon for recruitment. The 
stewardship of Phillips — a smart and pho- 
togenic woman with a knack for framing 
libertarianism in feminist terms — could 
help as well. 

Time will tell. The sober outsider’s assess- 
ment is that the Free State Project will, at 
best, peter out a few years from now and join 
the long list of failed American political and 
social experiments. But long the Free 
Staters press on, there’s an outside chance 
that something truly revolutionary is hap- 
pening an hour north of Boston. ®

out in the industrial lots of Roxbury and 
Dorchester. It wends its way past bars and 
nightclubs and churches and sex shops and 
funeral homes and frat houses and warehouses 
and restaurants and record stores. An old 
candy factory. A nuclear reactor. If it’s a bit 
much to call it our Broadway or Sunset Strip, 
it’s safe to say it’s just as teeming with life 
and local mythology. In 1978, Willie Alexander 
captured Mass Ave’s multifarious character in 
his song of the same name: 


Looking lucid, looking juiced, looking jaded, 
looking faded on Mass Ave, 

Looking hairy, looking hip in the mirrors 
before the Cantab. 

Ooh, you might see a cat in a top hat or a 
wino or a blind man on Mass Ave. 

You might see an old friend, or run froma 
ghost on Mass Ave. 


Over the years, I’ve fallen in love with this 
street. Walking home drunk from the Middle 
East. Flipping through the $1 jazz bins at 


Stereo Jack’s or overpriced CDs at the old Tower 
Records. A cheeseburger at the Friendly Eating 


Place, the paper and a pint at the Plough & 
Stars. Waiting (and waiting) for the 77 bus. 
But even with the intimacy between us, I 
knew I could stand to know the street better. 


spent two hot summer days walking from 


Lexington to Dorchester. 


WE’VE GOT HISTORY 
THE BIRTHPLACE OF AMERICAN LIBERTY, proclaims 
the sign, perched atop a flagpole stretching 
dizzyingly toward the clouds. 

As good a starting point as any. 


It’s 10 am. The early-morning sun shines 
bright and hot, and Lexington Green seems 
to glow as two boys, one carrying a wooden 
sword, the other toting a toy rifle and 
dressed in a plumed cap, play Minutemen 
and Red Coats, killing each other over and 
over as they dart in and out of the shade. 
Tourists, listening old woman colo- 
nial garb, cluster in a group near an en- 
graved stone. On the far side of the park, a 
mother clasps her crying toddler’s shoulders 
and screams, “You're going to spoil the day 
for everyone!” 

On Lexington’s main drag there’s a shoe 
store (Michelson’s, est. 1919) and a drug store 
(Theatre Pharmacy, est. 1935), among other 
establishments right out of Thornton Wilder. 
And then there’s the caffeine: a Starbucks at 
1729 Mass Ave; a Peet’s at 1749 Mass Ave; a 
Dunkin’ Donuts barely a block away from 
those. On the sidewalks, pairs of moms push 
strollers and sip tall iced coffees; a kidina 
Ramones shirt on a bike nods hello as he 
passes. Such a friendly town. 

Outside Lexington center, signs of civiliza- 
tion fade away. The air is heavy and humid, 
smelling of chlorophyll and thrumming with 
the summer buzz of crickets and cicadas. 

Walking this wooded stretch, past roadside 
taverns, white-stone churches, and clapboard 
houses more than 300 years old, you get to 
thinking about history. About the gallant war- 
farmers who drove those pernicious Brits 
from our blood-soaked soil. About what must 
have happened right here. For a moment, you 

imagine the air acrid with musket smoke, 
filled with fife and drum music, the clangor of 
gunshots and shouting.

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On the sandy shoulder of the road, just 
lying there, is a large white plume. Three 
feet long. Just like one that might have been 
dipped in ink by John Hancock or Samuel 
Adams when they lived in this very town. 
Why is it here? What huge bird could it have 
come from? I can’t guess. Very strange. But 
not the strangest thing I'll see on this trip. 


MAIN STREET, USA 
Something to know about Arlington: practi- 
cally everything that’s not an ethnic restaurant 
— and those are legion — is old-fashioned. 
Not colonial old, like when the town was still 
called Menotomy, but more like a post-war 
cliché. A Pleasantville: the Brigham’s in Ar- 
lington Heights, serving up lime rickeys and 
orange sherbet. The Capitol Theatre, with its 
ticket window and wedge-like marquee. 
Stately Arlington High School, which looks as 
though crew-cut lettermen and ponytailed 
bobbysoxers should still be flirting with each 
other out front. The place even has a store 
that services typewriters. 

It must be comforting to the legions of old 
folks who call the town home. Shivering in 
the arctic air conditioning of Johnny's Food- 
master, I watch a man who looks like Jimmy 
Cagney arrange lemons and limes just so as 
dawdling seniors in golf shirts and polyester 
pants push lightly laden shopping carts. At 
the Regent Theatre in Arlington Center, a 
poster advertises that Mickey Rooney will be 
stopping by for three nights in September. 
“Let’s Put on a Show!” 

It can make for some interesting juxtapo- 
sitions. Not far from the Lexington border, 
an old woman sits silently on the porch of 
Sunrise Assisted Living, staring at idling 
traffic. A Virgin Mary statuette in the win- 
dow to her left does the same. A souped-up 
car passes slowly by them both, hardcore 
punk blaring from within. 

Yuppies live here, too, and Arlington 
Center is a mecca for out-of-town foodies. 
On the Ave, between Lexington and 
Cambridge, I count at least four Chinese 
restaurants (Jade Garden ... TikilIn... 
Shanghai Village ... Great Wok), at least 
four Thai restaurants (Rama Thai ... Thai 
Moon ... Sweet Chili ... Thailand Café), at 
least two Indian restaurants (Punjab ... 
Bangalore Café), and one all-purpose 
Japanese-Korean-Thai restaurant (Asiana). 
And that’s not counting 
the innumerable Italian 
and Greek restaurants that 
form the bedrock of the 
commercial landscape. 

Arlington is, after all, 
all-American — in all the 
new and old ways. It’s the 
birthplace of Samuel Wil- 
son, the supposed progeni- 
tor of Uncle Sam. And if it’s 
got an unusual share of 
blue-hairs, that’s probably 
because the elderly have al- 
ways done well here. Near 
the Uncle Sam statue at 
the center of town, there’s 
a plaque: 


NEAR THIS SPOT SAMUEL WHITTE- 
MORE, THEN 80 YEARS OLD, 

KILLED THREE BRITISH SOLDIERS 
APRIL 19, 1775 

HE WAS SHOT, BAYONETED, BEATEN 
AND LEFT FOR DEAD, BUT 
RECOVERED AND LIVED TO BE 
98 YEARS OF AGE. 


Not far away, there’s 
another memorial on a 
stone in front of a building: 


HERE STOOD COOPER'S TAVERN, 
IN WHICH 
JABEZ WYMAN AND JASON WINSHIP 
WERE KILLED BY THE BRITISH, 
APRIL 19, 1775. 


It’s now a Starbucks. 


STRANGE INTERLUDE 

Immediately beyond Alewife Brook Parkway 
(which marks the Arlington/Cambridge 
border) lies a sort of no-man’s land, populat 
ed by little more than steady traffic anda 
few businesses with no-nonsense names — 
Jack's Gas, Fast Phil’s Haircuts — that sound 
like they belong in a cartoon. Maybe it’s the 
heat or the dehydration, but after I’ve 
walked for almost three hours, the vibe on 
the street gets strange. 

A blind woman with blond ringlets and 
orange sunglasses, walking the opposite di- 
rection, stops me on the sidewalk. She asks 
where she can find a Bank of America farther 
up the road. I’m nonplussed. It occurs to me 
that I’ve passed probably half a dozen Bank of 
Americas so far, but can’t recall precisely 
where any of them are. When I tell her! can’t 
help her, she seems angry with me. 

Inside Kaleidoscope Tattoo & Art Gallery, 
hangs an enormous painting of jowly Joe 
Friday from Dragnet, standing in some psy- 
chedelic dreamscape. There's also a towering 
10-foot crucifix, cobbled together from car 
parts. While I gaze upon Christ’s forlorn- 
and-shiny face, Bronson Arroyo and Johnny 
Damon sing “Dirty Water” on the radio. I 
decide to leave. 


SUNBATHERS AND HOBOS 

“North Cambridge grew gradually along 
Massachusetts Avenue,” reads a tourist infor- 
mation sign near the Harvard campus. “For 
years it was a livestock center and the Porter 
House Hotel flourished in Porter Square, leav- 
ing its name to us on a fine cut of beefsteak.” 

I already knew that. 

l lived here for three years, and have walked 
the stretch of Mass Ave between here and Cen- 
tral Square countless times. Porter Square’s 
strip-mall charm feels like home. From the 
window of Koreana restaurant, a mother and 
her baby even wave to me as I pass. 

Farther up the road, an MBTA tram idles 
near Cambridge Common while sunbathers 
and hobos alike splay indolently on the grass. 
A black-and-white dog on a leash suddenly 
and inexplicably lies down in the middle of 
Mass Ave as traffic approaches. Time slows 
for a moment as her owner, mildly panicked, 
drags her across the road. 

Above the stone archway marking the 
ingress to Harvard Yard is a chiseled inscrip- 


tion: 


DOM 


ENTER TO GROW IN WIS 
So I do. On the oak 
shaded lawn, hundreds of 
people mill about, point 
ing, looking at maps, pos 
ing for photos next to the 
John Harvard statue. 

Overrun by bland 
chain stores and the 
bland people who patron- 
ize them, Harvard Square 
may be a sterilized shell 
of what it used to be, but 
it still has its characters. 
In front of Au Bon Pain is 
the man-mountain 
African-American who’s 
been selling Spare Change 
there for years. If you’ve 
been to Harvard Square, 
you know him. He’s said 
hello to you — 
“Ma’aaaaaam!” “Hel- 
looooooo, sir!” — in that 
singsong voice that seems 
vaguely mocking. He 
twirls in slow circles as if 
to music only he can hear. 
Meanwhile, the people 
he says hi to walk right 
past, their expressions — 
amused, determinedly 
neutral, openly annoyed, 
mildly chagrined — 
acting as windows to 
their souls. 

Near the Pit, where 
teens skateboard and assorted other characters 
loiter fecklessly, sits a woman whose matted 
hair is one single, enormous dreadlock, as 
thick as her torso and nearly as long as she is 
tall. Meanwhile, a severe-looking woman of 
indeterminate age with cropped hair anda 
pinched face sits at a small table near the 
subway. “Animal rights! Sign the petition,” 
she screams at no one, without looking up. 
“Animal abuse!” 

She’s probably unaware of the man sit- 
ting kitty-corner from Leavitt & Pierce tobac- 
co shop. His cardboard sign says he’s home- 
less. Next to him, a dog and a cat lie limply 
on a fully loaded shopping cart. In this 
oppressive heat, both animals look dead — 
the cat rests its head on a pewter bowl, its 
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FRANCHISE CREEP 

I pass through the Furni 
ture Ghetto, as the stretch 
between Harvard and 
Central Squares is some 
times called, and walk 
down a set of street-level 
Stairs and into Looney 
Tunes records. Mission of 
Burma drummer Peter 
Prescott is behind the 
cash register. (He works 
there when he’s not tour- 
ing or recording.) A copy 
of this very paper spread 
out before him, he chuck- 
les a little as he glances 
backward toward the 
Mass Ave sidewalk above. 

“I don’t wanna be the 
old fart that says, ‘Geez, it 
used to be cooler,” he says 
of Mass Ave. “But y’know, 
it kinda was.” 

If the street is stilla 
stage for life’s rich pag 
eant, franchise creep has 
also taken its toll. Sure, 
it’s got character — just 
not as much as it used to 
Prescott remembers the 
old days, when he could 
walk home from his 

Newbury Street record store, up Mass Ave, 
and stop to paw through vinyl stacks at other 
record stores every few blocks along the way 

“It was definitely the central artery that 
ran through both towns before,” he says. 
“But now it’s just ... there.” 

Cool stores like Looney Tunes “can’t really 
exist on this street anymore,” he says. Rents 
are too high, gentrification too entrenched. 
Looney Tunes only barely scrapes by every 
month. Mass Ave used to be different, “used 
to have more impact. Used to be more im 
pressive to me. I can’t imagine a kid who 
came here the first year for school would 
have any affinity for it. It’s just a street now. 
It’s just a place.” 

A couple blocks away, Mike White is feed- 
ing the sparrows that are 
hopping around the 
fenced-in lawn of a resi- 
dence wedged back be- 
tween stores. “I try not to 
feed the pigeons,” he says 
as a pigeon pecks a crumb. 

White owns Mojo Mu- 
sic, next door. He’s worked 
in five record stores in the 
area over the years. He’s 
also worked at Oona’s, the 
secondhand-clothing store 
that’s been on the corner of 
Mass Ave and Bow Street 
for 33 years (his sister owns 
it). Whether working retail 
or gigging around asa 
musician, much of White's 
life has been spent “up 
and down the Ave.” 

But, he says, “it has 
changed a lot.” He thinks 
back on the clubs he used 
to play on and near the 
Ave. Jonathan Swift's. 
Jack's. The Oxford Ale 
House. All gone. Mojo 
may be gone soon, too. 
“My lease is up in March, 
told [the landlord] if 1 
couldn't get the rent less, 
I'd have to close. Business 
has slowed down, and I’m 
not making any money.” 

Just down the street is 
the Plough & Stars, which 
opened in 1969 and closed 
Continued on p 16 
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indefinitely “for renovation” just weeks ago. 
When — or if — it will reopen is anyone’s 
guess. Lately, the Plough’s cadre of long-time 
regulars has been gathering instead at the 
nearby People’s Republik. They aren’t there 
today. 


MENTAL SQUARE 

On the grass in front of Cambridge City Hall, 
a woman sits Indian-style, reading. Aman 
sleeps, his face to the sky. They’re oblivious 
to the tumult of nearby Central Square. 

Ah, Mental Square. Loud with crowds, 
jostling and hustling and yelling and laughing. 
Pungent with sun-cooked trash and exhaust 
and stale urine. It’s great. 

I duck into Cantab Lounge to get out of the 
sun. This afternoon, it’s cool and dark, and 
largely quiet. A painting of a woman, turning 
away, a towel draped just so to reveal the 
small of her back (and a little more) hangs 
above the bar. A clock’s swinging pendulum 
ticks away the minutes. 

Agin and tonic, stiff, is $3.75. 

Grizzled guys with smoker’s coughs sip 
mugs of beer, staring at reruns of Walker, Texas 
Ranger on a corner TV. When a commercial 
comes on, they keep their eyes on the screen, 
but it’s hard tell they’re staring 
off into space. 

Snatches of conversation suggest hard- 
bitten lives. 

“Yeah, he’s a troubled guy,” says the man 
next to me. “He’s got some good things going 
orrinside ...” 

“But his anger,” says his lady friend. “You 
gotta get rid of the anger.” 

Every couple minutes, a patron ducks out 
into the late-afternoon glare to smoke and 
watch the traffic pass by. 

Outside, I meet a guy named Gary. He’s 
got Colombian red-tailed boa constrictor 
wrapped around his waist like belt. 

“Usually she’s around my neck,” he says. 
“She loves this heat. You can touch her if 

you want.” 


TAKE THE BRIDGE 


The smoot. It is a unit of measurement, 
precisely five feet and seven inches long — 
the height of former MIT undergrad Oliver 
R. Smoot, '62. When young Oliver was 
pledging the Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity 
in 1958, his brothers rolled him bodily, head 
over heels, across the Mass Ave Bridge. (Its 
proper name is the Harvard Bridge. Parti- 
sans call it the MIT Bridge, but we'll stick 
with what just about everyone calls it.) 

They found that the bridge — nearly 
2035 feet to you and me — is precisely 
364.4 smoots plus one ear long, and every 
year Lambda Chi pledges to repaint the 
smoot markers along the length of the 
sidewalk. Anyone who says that fraterni- 
ties are useless, anti-intellectual diversions 
that only lead college students into lives of 
drunken debauchery should know that Mr. 
Smoot took his special status as a unit of 
measurement seriously, becoming, in his 
adult life, the chairman of the American 
National Standards Institute and the presi- 
dent of the International Organization for 
Standardization. 

The river below the bridge is dark and 
choppy, laced with tiny whitecaps. Joggers 
trundle by. The wind blows strong. Stop- 
ping the middle the bridge the 
182.2-smoot mark — you can take in the 
city’s full panorama. Cambridgeport behind 
you. On the right, the Citgo sign and Fen- 
way’s light towers. Allston, too. Back Bay, 
the Pru, and the Hancock are straight 
ahead. Panning the left, the golden 
gleam of the State House dome. Downtown. 
East Cambridge. Beyond that, the Tobin and 


Zakim Bridges, with the Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment in the distance. And Mass Ave 
stretches onward. 


BRIGHT LIGHTS, BIG CITY 

You know you're in Boston. The buildings 
are bigger. The architecture more grand. 
There’s more bustle, It’s a city. There are the 
majestic residences of the Back Bay Brah- 
mins. There’s the Eliot Hotel, down Comm 
Ave from Fenway, where Bill “Spaceman” 
Lee used to drink after nearly every Sox 
game. (“I believe in 27 ground ball outs 

on 27 pitches, and let’s get down to the 
Eliot Lounge,” he said.) Across the street 
from Virgin Records, on a bench beneath 
an overhang, a man is propositioned by 

a prostitute. 

In front of Berklee, a kid in a Motérhead 
T-shirt hacks a butt, Nerds with cellos talk 
animatedly. A hippie with greasy, stick- 
straight hair strums an unplugged electric 
guitar. Inside the main building, a saxo- 
phone sounds mellifluous jazz scales. 

On the sidewalk outside the Hynes Con- 
vention Center T stop, two Scientologists sit 
at a card table. They’re offering a free “Stress 
Test.” They look lonely. 

Christian Science seems to have more 
appeal. Near Mary Baker Eddy’s Mother 
Church, people stroll languidly, soaking in 
the shady serenity, skimming their fingers 
the reflecting pool. 

Symphony Hall isn’t trying to attract 
anyone: it’s locked tight. Horticulture Hall 
is ornate, but its marble halls are empty. 

Past the Mass Ave stop, the street 
lined with 19th-century red-brick row houses. 


Many of them boast gleaming, freshly var- 
nished doors and wrought-iron railings re- 
painted black. Many do not. 

In Darcy Barber Shop, a barber in a blue 
smock helps an old man out of a red-leather 
chair. At the corner of Mass Ave and 
Tremont Street sit the storefronts of a check 
casher and a psychic. A woman in a colorful 
head wrap rolls her luggage behind her, 
singing passionately. 

It’s now early evening. Inside Wally’s 
Café Jazz Club (est. 1947), the walls are 
worn and weathered. The front door is 
open. So is the back one, behind the stage, 
and the warm breeze is mellow. A piano 
sits, unplayed, on stage left. A sign above 
the bar lists the “Hops” and “Grapes” for 
sale. It’s all men at the bar, and nearly all 
of them drink hops. (All men except the 
bartender, that is, who looks like she could 
handle any one of them.) 

Leaning over the jukebox, a guy boasts 
that he put in five dollars and was rewarded 
with 58 credits. 

“Ain't nothin’ wrong with a little Johnny 
Hathaway!” he says to no one in particular 
after punching in some digits. He also plays 
“Superfly” by Curtis Mayfield, and “Born To 
Lose” by Ray Charles. (He later confesses 
that the latter wasn’t the Ray Charles song 
he was looking for.) 

“See, this tastes watered-down,” says a 
man in a fedora to his friend. “That’s why I 
like Schweppes.” 

“How you doin’?” a patron asks of a guy 
just walking in. 

“I’m all right. It’s the rest of the world 
that’s wrong,” he replies. 

Near a bus stop outside the Boston Medical 
Center is an expanse of concrete, spattered 
with pigeon droppings like a Jackson Pollock 
painting. Inside the hospital, people ambu- 
late as best they can on crutches, in wheel- 
chairs, with canes. A chapel, the sun shining 
through its stained glass, is empty. 


WHERE BEGINS 


As you walk toward Newmarket Square in 
Roxbury, parallel to I-93, there’s one of 
those semi-nonsensical signs you see on 
phone kiosks and bus stops, praising 
Boston’s unique and multifaceted charac- 
THE INTERSECTION PROGRESSIVE AND 
QUAINT, it reads. Newmarket Square, alas, 
is neither. 

Instead, it’s a low-rumbling, fairly de- 
pressing aggregation of warehouses, chop 
shops, scrap heaps, storage spaces, truck- 
rental lots, and wholesale foodstuff vendors. 
There’s Front Rubber Stamp Co. and Cathay 
Foods Corp. There’s the somewhat menacing 
Morgan Services, Inc. (What services, exact- 
ly?) At Lenox Junk Co. (WARNING: ATTACK DOG 
ON PREMISES) and Standard Electric (THis 
PROPERTY UNDER HOUR SURVEILLANCE) they 
don’t want you around. Outside Good Sea- 
sons Trading, Inc., a yellow sign advertises 
the prices of bok choy and snow peas. Be- 
hind a chain-link fence, a smiling cartoon 
pig hawks his own flesh: “Pork. Poultry. 
Beef. Provisions.” 

It all combines to create a vague but pal- 
pable sense of foreboding. A sense that, if 
you aren’t swinging shut those big barbed- 
wire gates steering that semi truck 
receiving port, you really shouldn’t be here. 
A glance at the sidewalk doesn’t make you 
feel much more at home. The streets are all 
littered with long-ago-finished fifths of 
whiskey and cracked bottles of cognac. A 
bag of Doritos. A pair of pants. 

Up the road apiece, the street opens up. 
Suddenly, there’s traffic again and people 
and homes. There, amid the noise and the 
exhaust, Mass Ave merges with Columbia 
Road. And there, just like that, is where 
Massachusetts Avenue ends. 

Or, depending on your perspective, 
where begins.

DICK GORDON SPEAKS OUT ABOUT HIS SURPRISE FIRING FROM WBUR 


HEAD OFF VACATION HIS NATIVE CANADA WHEN THE CONNECTION 
HOST DICK GORDON SAYS GOT VAGUELY WORRYING E-MAIL FROM 


WBUR interim general manager Peter 
Fiedler asking that they meet. 

Five hours later, after finishing the sig- 
nature syndicated WBUR talk show he had 
hosted for nearly four years, Gordon met 
with Fiedler and was fired without even so 
much as a warning, he says. 

“Peter Fiedler cleared his throat and then 
announced The Connection was being taken 
off the air,” Gordon recalls. “I sat there for 


about 15 minutes while they thumbed 
through copies of resignation documents ... 
and then 1 left.” 

Currently relaxing with his family in 
cottage small island Ontario’s 
Georgian Bay, Gordon, 49, is still stunned 
by that rapid sequence of events. He de- 
scribes his July 15 dismissal as “a bolt out 
of the blue” and a “cannon shot.”

go off the air following the August 5 broad- 

cast. (Michael Goldfarb, the station’s Lon- 
don-based correspondent for the Inside Out 
documentary unit, was also quietly laid off 

that week.) | 

The press release went out on a Friday, 
and the news landed softly in the pages of 
summer Saturday papers. Mention of The 
Connection’s demise was buried in the press 
release’s eighth paragraph; to the extent 
that there was any explanation for the 
move, it was in a paragraph that chalked 
up station changes to a desire for a signifi- 
cant decrease in on-air fundraising, an in- 
crease in the quality and depth of local 
news coverage, and an effort to manage 
finances aggressively. 

In speaking to the media, WBUR 
spokesperson Nancy Sterling went further, 
stating that The Connection’s ratings had been 
“flat” for the past few years. Asked to com- 
ment for this story, Sterling says: “We’ve 
shared our reasons for canceling The Connec- j 
tion, both privately with Dick and publicly | 
through a letter to the listeners and 
through the media. And we wish him well.” 

Station officials declined to provide evi- 
dence to support the claim that Connection 
ratings had been flat and problematic. | 

WBUR may wish to keep its own counsel 
while negotiating the terms of the break- ‘ 
up. But Gordon’s attorney, Elizabeth Ag 
Rodgers, suggests that her client may be 
unhappy with the circumstances of his de- 
parture, particularly in light of an April 
2004 letter to the US Citizenship and Immi- 
gration Services signed by then-WBUR gen- 
eral manager Jane Christo. 

“By this letter, I wish to offer Mr. Gordon 
a permanent position at WBUR, National 
Public Radio, and to support his application 
for permanent residence as an alien of ex- 
traordinary ability in the field of journal- 
ism,” Christo wrote. 

“Dick Gordon relied on a promise of per- 
manent employment and brought his fami- 
ly to Boston and brought the world to the 
kitchen table of 640,000 listeners,” says 
Rodgers. “And that promise to be permanent 
host has been broken.” 


BAPTISM FIRE 

It was just six days after the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks in Washington and New York when 
Dick Gordon took the chair as host of The 
Connection. 

A native of Port Hope, Ontario, Gordon 
was a Canadian Broadcasting Corp. (CBC) 
veteran with reporting experience in 
many of the world’s hot spots, including 
Iraq, Moscow, Bosnia, and Israel. He had 
never even heard of The Connection until a 
former CBC colleague, NPR ombudsman 
Jeffrey Dvorkin, told him WBUR was look- 
ing for a new host.

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CAVE RETURN, SUPERLOW BLAST OFF, AND FRANK SMITH SWING 


0) “I wonder if there’s going to be a circle pit,” 
someone joked as an expectant crowd 
braved a sweaty Great Scott last Monday night for 
Cave In’s first home-town show in nine months. 
There was pit, all right, amid swaying mass 
delirious fans who shouted playful jabs and re- 
quests at the band with the easy 
camaraderie of kids at a base- 
ment show. One fan got so ag- 
gro that Honeypump promoter 
Ben Sisto stepped in to settle 
him down. But the excitement 
was warranted: the presence of 
Converge’s Ben Koller on drums 
had local musicians and fans 
salivating in advance. And his 
substitution for injured Cave In 
drummer J.R. Conners powered 
a revitalization that suggested 
this could be the band’s time, 
even more so than when they got signed to RCAa 
few years back. Guitarist Adam McGrath head- 
banged from the first note, guitarist/vocalist 
Stephen Brodsky windmilled a guitar so damp it 
appeared to be sweating, and bassist Caleb 
Scofield unleashed hounds-of-Hell screams under 
Brodsky’s high notes. Scofield made enough false 
starts on one new song for a fan to joke, “That’s 
my new cell-phone ring.” But yes, the band have 
new songs: though Hydra Head isn’t releasing 
their “new” Perfect Pitch Black till September, they 
unveiled two songs written even more recently. 
The week before the show, Hydra Head’s Mark 
Thompson had said the band were writing anoth- 
er album with Koller and that Koller would join 
them for a fall tour. At Great Scott, McGrath re- 
vealed that the band have been practicing and 
writing obsessively for three weeks. And it 
showed. The new “Rastanaut” lightened the pri- 
mordial space rock with hint dub while re- 
maining taut and torrential. McGrath apologized 
for not having learned more material: “I promise, 
next time we’ll know more.” But the audience left 
too heat-stroked and happy to care. 

There wasn’t any kind of pit for the local 
hard-rock trio Superlow on Wednesday night, 
but there were plenty of people playing air 
drums. “You guys must be sick of these songs,” 
laughed guitarist/vocalist Ed Thill to an audi- 
ence who’d made it to the Paradise Lounge to cel- 
ebrate the release of the group’s Going Out Heavy. 
The room included few proud parents and 
enough Abbey Lounge regulars to suggest the 
Somerville dive had been transported across the 
river — especially on a night rounded out by the 
Dents. Superlow might be the least jaded band 
in Boston, and they blasted through a set of 
straightforward, high-energy rock and roll with 
bright, jangly riffs, a blast-force rhythm section 
anchored by Ed's twin brother, Mark, on drums, 


and vocals that recall Kurt Cobain, as much in 
their earnestness as in their vocal timbre.

Crock rock 


Robby Roadsteamer

ne way to tell whether success has 
gone toa man’s head, especially if 
that man is a rock star, is to take note 
of any changes in his appearance. 
Since his purple headband and han- 
dlebar moustache were splashed on the cover of 
the Phoenix a year ago, Robby Roadsteamer has 
found success. He and his band made it to the 
Rumble final back in April, and he was invited 
to play a handful of Warped Tour dates later 
this month. More recently, he auditioned fora 
spot on Late Night with Conan O'Brien. He’s even 
moved out of his parents’ house and gotten his 
own place in Allston. And after years of slog- 
ging it out amid video games and laser tag at 
Somerville’s Good Time Emporium, Road- 
steamer will celebrate the release of his third 
album, The Heart of a Rhino (Yellow Trout), this 
Saturday at a real rock club, the Paradise. 

When I meet him at the Middle East, he 
charges through the door, band mates and 
handlers tow, and settles into booth with 
focused intensity. He looks powerful, but he 
looks different. The headband and the handle- - 
bar moustache are still there. So is the shock 
of strangely wig-like hair. But now his arms 
and his torso are spangled with tattoos. On 
his right pec, the cloaked emperor from Star 
Wars holds a hot dog with all the fixin’s in one 
hand while using the other to blast Bloom Coun- 
ty’s Bill the Cat with blue lightning bolts. On 
his left is a self-portrait of Robby as a centaur, 
his bottom half striped like a zebra. On his 
right deltoid, the orange T. Rex from that 
mini golf course on Route 1 in Saugus fights 
Jesus, who’s delivering a flying kick. On his 
left, “Bob” from the Church of the SubGenius 
kills time by plunging a sword into a clock. On 
his right forearm is a quote —“In the darkness 
I hear somebody call my name” — from 
Springsteen’s “Streets Fire.” his left 
Carlton Fisk from Game 6 of the 1975 World 
Series. When Roadsteamer flexes his muscle, 
Fisk waves the ball fair. 

The tattoos appeared not too long ago over 
about four months of frenzied inking. But to 
anyone who thinks they were done on some 
power-drunk bender, and simply to enhance 
his image as the apotheosis of Boston rock, 
scourge to milquetoast indie kids and retro 
trendsters, Roadsteamer has this to say: “I will 
fight anyone to the death who thinks my suc- 
cess has gone to my head. I'll rip out their 
throat and wear it as a necklace.” 

Like last year’s Okay Computer (Yellow 
Trout), The Heart of a Rhino was recorded with 
the help of guys like Waltham bassist Peet 
Golan, Dave Pino (formerly of Waltham and 
Damone), Ken Susi from Unearth, and Derek 
Kerswill, late of Shadows Fall, now with 
Seemless. But those dudes have all gone off to 
do their own thing, leaving Robby with a core 
band of keyboardist Nick D’Amico, guitarists 
Pete Tentindo and Brian James, bass player 
“Tooth,” and drummer Dan Liacos. They’re 
the ones who’ve joined him at the Middle 
East. Smooth-talking manager Chris Coxen is 
there too, and so is sometime stand-up come- 
dian Aaron “King Wizard,” who plays a little

tambourine but mostly yells about not being 
allowed to play guitar anymore. 

This is the Roadsteamer A-team — the crew 
Robby dreamed of assembling. “We’ve domi- 
nated the Boston music scene like none other. 
People are tired of uptight kids in turtlenecks 
giving them the dime-a-dozen flavor-of-the- 
month retro-’8os shit.” In other words, he’s 
ready to assert the supremacy of cock rock. But 
there’s a problem. There are haters. There are 
scenesters and tastemakers who just don’t get 
Robby Roadsteamer. They don’t like him or his 
shtick. Indeed, for several years he and his 
bands weren't permitted to enter the Rumble, 
which defined them as a “comedy act.” 

“I don’t understand why they keep call- 
ing us a comedy act,” he says, exasperated. 
“The Dresden Dolls? You don’t think that’s 
fucking comedy? A girl goes up there night

after night as a mime? If you saw that in 
Harvard Square, you’d be throwing pennies 
at her and asking her to hike up her skirt for 
a dollar! They throw that up on stage and all 
of a sudden that’s the best thing we got? 
And I’m a fucking comedy act? We’re not 
fucking comedy!” 

This year, Roadsteamer’s “heavy-metal 
comedy act” made it to the final, where they 
lost to Reverend Glasseye’s vaudeville/gypsy/ 
madrigal/klezmer/Southern Gothic/sea- 
chantey mélange. “We shoulda come in first, 
but they held us down and fucked us in the 
finals,” Robby says, still seething. “We lost to 
a fucking cabaret act!” In a video that was 
recorded immediately after the stinging loss 
and is included on Rhino’s enhanced DVD, he 
phrases it better: “I'd like to tell you that Led 
Zeppelin re-formed and beat us in the finals. 


But instead we lost to a little box of tissue 
paper with an ugly-ass moustache playing 
funeral music for old people.” 

At this point, Roadstearmner has sucked 
down a Red Bull on the rocks in barely a 
minute. He’s mad. “You know why we came in 
second? It’s because we know how to have fun 
on stage. You go to any other city in the coun 
try and you see bands that know how to have 
fun. But you come here. . . We’re gonna show 
them that Boston knows how to have fun. Like 
the Cars, and fucking Aerosmith! We wanna 
give them rock and roll for once. What’s the 
knock on us? That people laugh a little bit? 
They call Kiss comedy and people still go to 
their shows. But we’ve gotta impress John 
and the Five Weblogs.” 

So Roadsteamer isn’t the most politic rock- 
er on the scene. Another knock on him is that 
his act is a little sexist or, at the very least, 
chauvinist. Rhino’s opening song — and the 
one they've filmed a video for that’s available 
at www. roadsteamer.com — starts with him 
talk-whispering in his best Springsteen: 
“This song is about girls, and their dreams. 
Girls are like beautiful butterflies, floating 
through life. One week they wanna be a 
photographer. Next week they wanna be an 
artist. But there’s one thing we can do to clip 
the wings of those dreams. . . this song is 
called ‘I Put a Baby in You.’” 

After the guitars pump and the drums 
crash and the piano crescendos, Roadsteamer 
howls at his girl: “Wash the baby!/Clean the 
baby!/I’m gonna go play Keno.” Not every 
woman is charmed by such sentiments. Road- 
steamer doesn’t care. “It’s not about ruining 
their dreams. It’s about giving them direction. 
Girls, when they’re young, they don’t know 
what they wanna do with their life. They wan- 
na take black-and-white photos of cats. They 
wanna be Tori Amos, laying down the college 
poetry. You put a baby in them and they know 
what to do. They got motivation.” 

Coxen also thinks the song’s been misinter- 
preted. “We've gotten letters saying ‘I Put a Ba- 
by in You’ is a great song to make out to. Good 
rubbing and petting music.” 

“Finish Her Off with Sex Moves” — in 
which a paramour is described as “a Hot 
Pocket filled with sexy meat” — may not go 
over too well with feminists either. And “The 
Hand I Beat Dogs With” could have PETA on 
Roadsteamer’s tail. 

Again, no apologies from the crew. “There 
will always be backlash,” Coxen says. He be- 
lieves Heart of a Rhino is pure genius, even if the 
major-label swells haven't yet come calling. 
(Yellow Trout is Roadsteamer’s own imprint.) 
And of the release party this Saturday Coxen 
says, “It’s gonna be like Gordon Lightfoot 
meets Stryper. If they had a baby, it would be 
this show. And all those chumps and thumb- 
suckers who didn’t give us a label are gonna be 
miles away, watching us with binoculars.” ©

acoustic alter ego release their first album two decades

he Knitters’ new album 

— the first in two 

decades from what be- 

gan as folky side project 

featuring three-quar- 
ters of the LA punk band X and 
their Blasters pal Dave Alvin — 
opens with a 30-second instru- 
mental that conjures the 
spaghetti Westerns of Ennio Mor- 
ricone. It’s nothing more than 
some noodling acoustic guitar 
laid over a subtle cocktail-jazz 
rim-shot beat, with heavily re- 
verbed electric-guitar chords 
washing over the parched sound- 
scape like waves lapping up 
against a sandy beach. And 
though it doesn’t quite set the 
tone for the rest of the album, 
thanks to a little freelance knob 
fiddling by engineer Craig 
Adams, it helped inspire the new 
album's title — The Modern Sounds 
of... The Knitters (Zoé/Rounder) — 
because it fit right into how the 
band planned to reintroduce 
themselves to the world outside 
LA (where they’ve been playing 
reunion shows for several years 
now) after a 20-year hiatus. 

“Yeah, the title’s obviously a 
little tongue-in-cheek,” John Doe 
admits when I catch him on the phone in 
Montauk, where he’s vacationing before the 
Knitters’ first-ever national tour. (They play 
the Paradise this Wednesday.) “You know, for 
this record we used 16 tracks rather than the 
eight we used on the first record. So we are 
getting pretty modern. And instead of taking a 
weekend to record it, we took a whole five days 
in a row. It’s funny because we already had the 
idea for a title like The Modern Sounds of ... And 
we had done this jam that the engineer put in- 
to a loop. So it was like, ‘Perfect: the modern 
sounds of the Knitters.’ And then the fact that 
we do that Steppenwolf song (“Born To Be 
Wild”, it’s like not only are we using all this 
modern technology, but we’re also really 
jumping up into playing the rock music that 
the kids like.” 

The inside joke carries over to the album 
cover itself, a rural-set portrait of the band 
(whose line-up also includes bassist Johnny 
Ray Bartell) framed by a couple of fake corn- 
stalks standing behind a fake wooden fence 
that they had taken at Sears. “It’s true,” Doe 
confirms. “The Knitters got their portrait tak- 
en for 99 dollars at Sears. That’s why we have 
that back-to-school background shot.” He’s re- 
ferring to another cheesy shot of the fivesome 
on the CD’s inside cover. “And we were smart 
enough to have someone come along to take 
pictures of us getting our pictures taken at 
Sears.” Sure enough, there’s a full spread of al- 
ternate takes on the “Portrait Studio” page of 
the CD booklet. For anyone who’s ever been an 
X fan, it’s amusing, as is the fictional press bio 


the band put together for Zoé that has Alvin 
reminiscing, “We didn’t much cotton to what 
Greil Marcus said in the New YorkTimes about 
our electric stuff. . . . If the critics had their 
way, our music wouldn’t have progressed 
much past what you hear on The Knitters’ Folk 
Jamboree at Carnegie Hall {1955].” 

For anyone who may not be in on all the 
jokes, here’s a brief Knitters history. After the 
London punk explosion of ’77-’78, LA became 
the closest thing to a nexus for a punk-rock an- 
swer from this side of the pond, mainly be- 
cause NYC had already played its role by export- 
ing the Ramones and the proto-punk New York 
Dolls to Great Britain. By 1980, NYC was nur- 
turing post-punk acts like Talking Heads, 
Blondie, and the no-wave bands who led to 
Sonic Youth, not to mention hip-hop, which 
was already becoming the new indigenous 
protest party music in the only other American 
megatropolis that had a volatile mixture of 
massive socio-economic problems and a large 
population of subversive-artist types. 

Besides, “No Future” resonated more force- 
fully on the West Coast because, well, LA really 
did suck. Filmmaker Penelope Spheeris’s The 
Decline of Western Civilization documents the ni- 
hilistic anarchy that caught on in the City of 
Angels, and if the imploding Germs were that 
scene’s hopeless Sex Pistols, then X emerged as 
an analogue to the Clash — an angry, articu- 
late, art-infected band who if they didn’t have 
a plan to fix everything at least buried a ray of 
hope in their bleak tales of LA life. “We’re des- 
perate,” Doe and Exene Cervenka sang, but

they were also married. They had each other. 
And with rockabilly ace Billy Zoom on guitar, 
they grew into a potent rock band with roots 
that went deep, just like the Clash. 

So it shouldn’t have surprised anyone when 
after signing to Elektra X looked beyond LA to 
deliver a scathing populist rebuke to the Rea- 
gan ’8os with their fourth album, the ironical- 
ly titled More Fun in the New World. A cover of Jerry 
Lee Lewis’s “Breathless” sat comfortably 
among poignant portraits of regular folks 
grasping at a fading American dream that 
echoed the songs of one of Joe Strummer’s he- 
roes, Woody Guthrie. And with revved-up root- 
sy LA bands like the Gun Club and the Blasters 
expanding the notion of what punk could 
mean, it wasn’t much of a stretch when Alvin 
teamed with John and Exene to record the first 
Knitters album, a disc that mixed trad folk and 
country songs with stripped-down acoustic 
versions of X tunes. The result made the im- 
plicit explicit: punk rock was folk music, an 
indigenous American populist songform. 

“As far the folk side punk and what 
the Knitters were doing back then when we 
put out the first record,” Doe recalls, “it was 
kind of the first time a lot of the punk-rock au- 
dience had heard country music, and they 
thought, ‘Oh, well, this isn’t so square or stu- 
pid, and it isn’t just for old people, so this is 
kinda cool.’ But it’s true that we had a lot of 
help along the way from all those other rootsy 
LA punk bands.” 

Twenty years later, there’s nothing particu- 
larly radical about connecting the dots be-

tween folk and punk. The original 
X, which broke up for a time after 
John and Exene’s marriage fell 
apart, are once again a going con- 
cern — they’ve done several “re- 
union” tours, they play the occa- 
sional LA gig, they recently re- 
leased X: Live in Los Angeles (Shout! 
Factory), on CD and DVD, with 21 
tunes culled from a pair of anniver- 
sary shows they played last No- 
vernber. After a Zoom-less down 
period for the band during which 
Alvin was one of several guitarists 
who tried to fill his shoes, these 
discs find the original foursome 
sounding and looking as good as 
they ever did. 

But Doe doesn’t envision going 
much farther than that with X. 
“Well, we play,” he says, “but we’re 
not going to record. I don’t write 
punk-rock songs anymore, and I 
think X should be a punk-rock 
band. Exene’s band Original Sin- 
ners are pretty close to what X does, 
and they just did a new record. But 
when we did the last X studio 
record, I felt like 1 was given an as- 
signment: ‘Here, you have to write 
X songs because you're going to 
make an X record.’ And you don’t 
want to have to do that because at 
this point, the songs I write aren't X.” 

The Knitters have also quietly been back on 
active duty for several years, though Doe doesn’t 
like to characterize it as a reunion. “We were 
never a band to stay together or break up. We’d 
do strings of West Coast dates every three or four 
years whenever everyone was around. And every 
time we did that, we’d work up another couple 
songs. So we finally went ahead and recorded.” 

Like the first album, the new one offers a 
few reworked X tunes (“In This House That I 
Call Home,” “Burning House of Love,” and the 
lesser-known “Skin Deep Town”) and some 
trad covers (the Stanley Brothers’ “Rank 
Stranger” and “Give Me Flowers While I’m Liv- 
ing” and “Little Margaret” from the public do- 
main), as well as new tunes by Alvin and Doe. 
But it’s a looser album that seems less con- 
cerned with sounding “authentic.” 

“Born To Be Wild” is the most obvious ex- 
ample of that shift. “When the Knitters play, 
it’s a lot of fucking around,” Doe says. “We 
aren’t taking ourselves overly seriously. Every 
song is important, and we want to play well 
and sing well and all that, but it’s also about 
having fun. And at the end of the night, 
when you’re hauling ass through ‘Born To Be 
Wild’ and you see all these people in the audi- 
ence smiling, you’re thinking, ‘This is good. 
There’s nothing wrong with this. I’m having 
fun and they’re having fun and, fuck yeah, 
this is cool.’” ©

Jay Farrar returns new Son Volt

hat’s in a name? What makes 

a band’s identity? If a band 

form around one performer, 

does it matter who else is on 

stage with him? These are 
some of the questions raised by the release of 
Son Volt’s new Okemah and the Melody of Riot 
(Transmit Sound/Legacy). 

So, yes, Son Volt, the band Jay Farrar created 
in the wake of Uncle Tupelo’s demise, are back. 
If you’re not a diehard alt-country fan, you may 
not be aware that they ever went away. But 
they did. They haven’t released a new album in 
seven years. In the interim, Farrar, who along 
with Wilco frontman Jeff Tweedy helped create 
the alt-country genre as Uncle Tupelo, released 
three solo albums largely overshadowed by the 
growing popularity of Wilco. 

It’s a peculiar fate for Farrar: in the Uncle Tu- 
pelo days he was generally acknowledged as the 
band’s songwriting talent. He was the guy with 
the gift: a penetrating voice, literate yet soulful 
lyrics, hooks that hit dead on. But in the post- 
Tupelo years, it was Tweedy who grabbed the 
headlines with an outfit whose turn toward 
sonic experimentation and penchant for music- 
industry drama simply made for a better story. 

didn’t hurt that Wilco were quick lose 
the trappings of “alt-country,” a mongrel term 
that came to stand for anything that blended 
rock with various forms of Americana — 
“country blues wailings,” to cop a phrase from 
Son Volt’s “Medicine Hat.” It wasn’t a precise 
designation, and by now it seems passé, but 
Son Volt represented it in a pure form. At the 
band’s center were Farrar’s two voices: his 
gravelly, immediately recognizable baritone 
and the metaphorical voice of his lyrics, 
which evoked raw emotion with impressionis- 
tic phrasing and storytelling. The sound was 
spare and guitar-driven, punctuated by Dave 
Boquist’s banjo, fiddle, and lap steel guitar 
and the vocal harmonies of bassist (and broth- 
er) Jim Boquist. The whole thing was pro- 
pelled by the gentle swing of Mike Heidorn, 
Uncle Tupelo’s original drummer. 

Because Son Volt came to embody alt-coun- 
try, it was easy to make an artificial division 
between Farrar (old/traditional) and Tweedy 

new/inventive). And since innovation is so 
often prized over constancy, Son Volt toiled 
away in small clubs while Wilco moved on to 
larger and larger stages. It seemed that all but 
the most devoted fans stopped paying Son Volt 
much heed after their well-received 1995 de- 
but, Trace (Reprise), even though ’97’s Straight- 
aways and ’98’s Wide Swing Tremolo (both Reprise) 
didn’t deviate from the Trace blueprint. These 
albums offered authenticity, and excellent 
road music, too, in their ability to capture 
passing scenes and passing time. 

Much of the best material from Son Volt’s 
first run is collected on A Retrospective, 
1995-2000, which Rhino released this past 
May, along with the obligatory outtakes and 
a bit of flotsam and jetsam. It’s a primer that 
appeared just in time to capitalize on Farrar’s 
decision to revive the Son Volt name. There’s 
also a DVD, Live from Austin, TX (New West), 


that captures the band at their peak on the 
PBS show Austin City Limits in late ’96. Both are 
reminders that Son Volt has aged well. 

After shelving the band for reasons person- 
al and musical, Farrar appeared to relish work- 
ing with a variety of musicians and textures on 
his solo albums. It appeared that Son Volt 
would stand for the first phase of his post-Tu- 
pelo career, that he was moving on to new ter- 
rain. So why bring the band back at all? 

“The period where I was doing the solo 
records represented a different challenge for 
me, something I’m glad that I did,” he says 
over the phone from his studio near St. Louis, 
“And over the course of four or five years I just 
started to miss the whole band context.” 

That’s it, delivered with typical Farrar 
minimalism. He just wanted to play ina 
band again. Simple. 

Or not. The plan was to reunite the origi- 
nal Son Volt, and that seemed within reach 
after they recorded a song for an Alejandro Es- 
covedo tribute album last year. But on the 
way to recording Okemah, things fell apart. 
Farrar says, “I think over that hiatus everyone 
changed and developed different priorities 
and commitments. It was kind of devastating 
for me at the time.” 

With studio time already booked, he as- 
sembled a new line-up: guitarist Brad Rice 
(who’s worked with Ryan Adams), bassist An- 
drew Duplantis, and Dave Bryson (who was 
the drummer for Canyon, with whom Farrar 
toured in 2003). Recording Okemah took two

weeks, with the band on a schedule of learn- 
ing and recording a song a day. 

It’s tantalizing to wonder what the result 
might have been if Farrar had worked things 
out with the Boquist brothers and Heidorn, 
because Okemah doesn’t sound much like a 
classic Son Volt recording. There are no 
fiddles or banjos; there’s just a hint of pedal 
steel guitar. Mostly it’s straight-ahead two- 
guitars/bass/drums rock and roll. Duplantis 
and Bryson form a solid foundation, Farrar 
lays down chunky rhythm guitar chords, 
and Rice turns out some burning solos. Its 
punch is leavened by a couple of quiet, 
acoustic numbers, “Ipecac” and the Indian- 
flavored “Medication.” 

Farrar’s songwriting has changed as well. 
The new Son Volt numbers are less impres- 
sionistic, more topical and politicized. The 
album’s first track, “Bandages and Scars,” be- 
gins: “Thinking about the ozone/Thinking 
about lead/Thinking about the future/And 
what to do then.” “Jet Pilot” is his sarcastic 
take on George W. Bush’s “service” in the Air 
National Guard: “Jet pilot for the day washed 
his sins away/Loves to see the Rangers play/ 
His daddy has a job in Washington/Wants to 
raise a Harvard son.” The chorus is an angry 
shout: “The revolution will be televised/ 
Across living rooms the great divide.” 

You can’t blame Farrar for wanting to write 
to his times, especially given the current polit- 
ical climate. What’s odd, given the tenor of 
those lyrics, is that most of the album lacks 


the evocative power of earlier Son Volt materi- 
al, and very little of it matches up to the brash 
tales of hard times he wrote for Uncle Tupelo. 

His voice mirrors that change. He sings 
more from the top of his range, and the bot- 
tom has lost a little of its distinctive edge. “It 
is kind of an evolution,” he replies, joking 
that, “for me it’s kind of like StarTrek: to go 
where I haven't gone before.” 

Okemah, Oklahoma, is the birthplace of 
Woody Guthrie, perhaps the most rooted (and 
politicized) musician in American history. Yet 
Okemah and the Melody of Riot feels unrooted — a 
good, forceful rock album that’s also a bit 
generic. Perhaps that’s to be expected froma 
band who came together so chaotically. (Al- 
ready the guitar slot has shifted; it’s now oc- 
cupied by Chris Frame.) But it just brings us 
back to asking who Son Volt are. 

Still, Okemah is not easily dismissed, espe- 
cially if you were ever a Farrar fan. A few live- 
performance video clips on the DualDisc por- 
tion of the CD suggest a band who already 
sound looser and more confident on stage 
than they were in the studio. (A tour is 
planned for the fall, which should reach 
Boston in October.) And though listening toA 
Retrospective and watching the Austin video 
might make you nostalgic for the original Son 
Volt, nostalgia isn’t part of Farrar’s vocabu- 
lary. “When in doubt, move on,” he sang on 
Trace’s “Route.” He has, and the smart money 
is on Farrar’s rediscovering his roots as the 
new Son Volt evolve. ©

Bob Mould wrestles with his muse

The way Bob Mould sees it, people who 

recognize his name know him from one 
of four distinct phases of his professional life: 
as frontman of the seminal Minneapolis punk 
band Husker Dui; as the author of Workbook, a 
1989 solo album partly about Husker’s break- 
up; as frontman of the mid-’90s hard-pop trio 
Sugar; and as a consultant for World Champi- 
onship Wrestling — or, as he puts it in a fan’s 
voice, ’”Didn’t you write for wrestling?’” 

Sitting in his NYC-based publicist’s office 
one rainy afternoon last month, Mould says 
of his varied reputation, “I think it’s great.” 
Still, he concedes that sometimes his résumé 
can lead to a compartmentalized view of his 
history. “I even do it when I’m working some- 
times, I’m like, ‘Oh, this is for this, this is for 
that.’ So I can see why other people would do 
it. There are always blessings and curses to 
different things. With a well-documented ca- 
reer, it builds in all this expectation — there’s 
these touchstones that are apparent that peo- 
ple wanna grab onto and go to. In 2002 I drove 
myself nuts putting all those things in com- 
partments. Now it’s like, it just is.” 

Body of Song (Yep Roc), Mould’s new album, 
just is. In a sense, it’s a crystallization of 
everything he’s done to this point (with the 
possible exception of the wrestling gig). 
There are the loud rock guitars that attracted 
punk kids the the buoy- 
ant melodies that defined Sugar in the ’90s, 
the intimate, scaled-down confessional solo 
work that bridged the two, and, perhaps most 
interesting, touches of the electronica he’s 
been dabbling in over the past few years. (He 
presents a club night called Blowoff in Wash- 
ington, DC, where he now lives, with his pro- 
ducer pal Richard Morel.) What’s cool about 
Body of Song — especially for listeners who 
might have found 2002's largely overlooked 
Modulate (Granary) a clumsy attempt at the 
same sort of fusion — is how comfortable 
Mould sounds in the eclectic setting. “(Shine 
Your) Light Love Hope” layers a processed vo- 
cal over surging guitars and a live drum beat 


that ticks with dance-floor precision; think 
Daft Punk as deft punks. 

Which isn’t to suggest the album hada 
comfortable genesis. When in 2002 Mould 
(who will touring this fall and has Oc- 
tober 4 date booked at the Paradise) con- 
ceived Body of Song — he'd quit the wrestling 
work in 2000 with music making in mind — 
he envisioned it as the first in a trio of re- 
leases, along with Modulate and an electronic 
disc under the name its origi- 
nal incarnation, he says, Body was sparser 
and more acoustic. He tried to complete the 
disc a number of times, but it never felt 
finished. “By the end of the year [2002] I was 
completely tired of the project. I just wanted 
nothing to do with it.” So he spent 2003 
Djing, making bootleg remixes, and writing 
material with Morel. “I just got totally out of 
my own space and started working in more 
of a collaborative environment.” Then in 
2004, “that’s when it all started to come back 
to me. That’s when the bulk of this record 
made itself apparent. I picked up the guitar 
again and good stuff started happening.” 

Mould had met a handful of musicians 
from DC’s robust post-punk scene, including 
Fugazi’s Brendan Canty, who plays drums on 
the disc. So he returned to Body of Song. “Go- 
ing back to it, it sounded better than I'd left 
it. I was like, ‘Oh, it was just my crappy vo- 
cal. I’ve sung this song 38 times live since — 
I know how to sing it now.’ ” He says he 
found the album easier the second time 
around, thanks to his added facility with the 
digital recording gear, of which he’s become 
a real champion. “It became the record that I 
wanted to lead with in 'o2 because I took 
away the compartments. Now it’s just like, 
‘Okay, it’s a two-chord rock song. There’s no 
reason I can’t put the electronic stuff under- 
neath.’ It fits and it makes it move. Now it 
enhances instead of distracts.” ©

Ten ways soup your iPod

iIthough the iPod is an impenetrable 

fortress, this is the computer biz: 

the only difference between a hacker 

and a programmer is that the latter’s 

getting paid. All good-natured 
admonishments not to mess with your iPod 
are, in other words, political and merely so. 
My guess is that almost every piece of technol- 
ogy ever made has some sort of exploitable 
weakness snuck into its design. Over the years, 
Steve Jobs and Apple have become notorious for 
this brand of nerdy harmless prankage: look 
hard enough through Mac system software and 
ycu’ll stumble upon inside joke after inside 
joke by and for the company’s programmers, 
some of them impenetrable, others capable 
of changing the way you approach desktop 
computing. Thing is, Apple Hacks is Nerd 
Fight Club: I can’t tell you about any of it. 

Dangle some greenbacks in front of me, 

though, and this is what you get: a cheat sheet 
to some of the best iPod hacks — software and 
hardware — available on-line and elsewhere. 
Some are essential; others are just for larfs. 
Most are available at versiontracker.com. And 
remember, any tinkering with your iPod 
hardware voids the warranty. 
@ IPODRIP V3.7.2 (JUST UPDATED TO 3.8!). 
The big to-do when the iPod debuted in 2002 
was that though you could transfer MP3s from 
your computer to the iPod, you couldn’t trans- 
fer from the iPod to your computer. So if your 
buddy brought his iPod over to your place, you 
couldn't take all his songs and put them on 
your machine. Well, that lasted for about a 
week — now there are hundreds of programs 
available that reverse-download or “rip” songs 
from the iPod onto a computer. IPodRip’s the 
best of them: the least buggy, and the most 
iTunes-like regarding graphical interface. 
@ PARTY-POD PRO V4.0. After someone fi igured 
out how to make “dummy directories” on the 
iPod — files and folders with names but noth- 
ing in ’em — all sorts of useful iPod database 
programs started popping up. I’m not Mr. Col- 
lar Flip Party Shirt Esquire or nothing, but this 
particular prog’s got 650 mixed-drink recipes, 
55 drinking games, bar and club listings for 
every major American city and getaway, and — 
I kid not — 100 pick-up lines for use on men 
and women. None of them works, but still . . . 
coach-on-tape sort — a workout routine for 
your workout routines. In fact, an actual ACE 
Certified Personal Trainer had something to 
do with its creation — it’s his voice you hear 
counting off your crunches and telling you to 
give it more. (And you thought jocks didn’t 
know how to use computers.) If you have an 
iPod Photo, you can even watch videos in- 
structing you how to do several different 
gym exercises. Some these illustrations 
are perplexing, they could qualify indie 
shorts in Sundance.

types have wised up — but check this. In Eu- 
rope, the volume output on iPods is limited to 
100 decibels, which makes listening on pub- 
lic transportation pretty damn impossible. So 
there’s this hack to up the volume on Euro- 
pean iPods, a simple fix but arguably more 
important than the hack I mentioned above 
with all the pick-up lines. Arguably. 
REPLACE YOUR BATTERY. And so we 
conclude the software-hacks segment and 
move into hardware enhancements. Every- 
one knows that the iPod’s biggest weakness 
is its battery length. Advertised as lasting 
12 hours, the standard iPod battery gets 
eight hours on a good day, five to six most 
others.

LIZ PHAIR 
RETURN GUYVILLE? 


Somebody’s Miracle, which has already been mixed, sequenced, 
and mastered, may not be due till the first week of October, 
but that didn’t keep Liz Phair from making a major-market 
acoustic promotional tour of relatively intimate venues. 
The rows of chairs that lined the Paradise’s usually open 
dance floor for her two-night stand a week ago Tuesday and 
Wednesday set an oddly formal or at least adult tone that 
the once and perhaps future queen of the indie under- 
ground undermined by arriving at the Tuesday show shoe- 
less in a skirt that revealed more of her legs than she may 
have intended. Then again, Phair’s no idiot. She joked 
about the, uh, wardrobe malfunction that allowed anyone 
sitting up front to see up her skirt, demonstrated how her 
futuristic electric-acoustic guitar provided ample support 
for her right breast, and generally charmed the pants off 
the capacity crowd with loose banter and a free-ranging set 
peppered with tunes from her 1993 Matador debut, Exile in 
Guyville, a disc that belongs near the top of any respectable 
list of groundbreaking ‘90s albums. Once she knew the 
crowd was on her side, she even offered a choice of two 
tunes from the lo-fi dorm-room four-track Girlie recordings 
she made as a student at Oberlin: “Wild Thing” won. 

Phair didn’t omit “Why Can’t I” or “Extraordinary,” two 
of the more objectiorable tunes from the controversial stab 
at mainstream success that characterized her 2003 Liz Phair, 
a Matrix-polished modern-rock production that recast her 
as a dolled-up teen-pop Top 4o product. But in an acoustic 
setting, they didn’t sound all that out of place next to Phair 
standards like “Supernova” and “Five Foot One.” And the 
few new tunes she unveiled — particularly the buoyant, 
confessional “Somebody’s Miracle” — seemed designed, like 
the tour itself, to reassure old fans that she’s back on the 
road to Guyville. It wasn’t quite a concession or an apology. 
But as she winked at an admiring fan in the front row, 
Phair seemed relieved to be embraced once again as an exile 
among friends.

LOGGINS MESSINA 
SOFT-ROCK SUPERSTARS 


Nostalgia’s a funny thing: it can make you look forward to 
seeing a band your critical faculties warn you against. So it 
was that I found myself at Bank of America Pavilion a week 
ago Monday for the Loggins & Messina reunion tour, even 
though I’d have a problem giving an objective rave to any- 
thing they ever did (except maybe their first single, “No- 
body But You”). As it happens, I was in high school during 
L&M’s four-year heyday (1971-’75). And like everyone else 
who swears he was listening to the Stooges and the Dolls 
back then, I spent much of those years immersed in my 
Elton John, CSN, and L&M albums. 

Loggins & Messina, however, have largely been wiped 
from the collective memory banks. Yeah, a couple of the 
syrupy Kenny Loggins ballads (“Danny's Song” and “House 
at Pooh Corner”) get played as oldies, but those were no 
more typical of his L&M output than his later, slicker solo 
work. In fact, the act was largely singer/guitarist Jim 
Messina’s baby, expanding the country/rock outline he’d 
drawn up with Buffalo Springfield and Poco. So it’s ironic 
that Loggins went on to have the solo hits whereas Messina’s 
done virtually nothing of note for 29 years. 

Playing before two-thirds of a house at the Pavilion, the 
duo’s appearance reflected the turns their lives have taken, 
with Loggins’s hair coiffed and styled and Messina’s all but 
gone. Otherwise, their ’70s set was reprised with no up- 
dates, few diversions (one Loggins solo song, one each from 
the Springfield and Poco), and, really, no need for either. 
Unlike Simon and Garfunkel at their most recent reunion, 
these two seem to like each other, and they got a buzz from 
revisiting their catalogue. Yes, there were plenty of soft- 
rock ballads, but the set proved surprisingly eclectic, with 
the quasi-prog “Be Free,” the already-retro-in-'71 “Your Ma- 
ma Don’t Dance,” and the breezy, nautical “Vahevala,” 
which does in four minutes what Jimmy Buffett has done 
in his entire career. “Nobody But You” was the encore, still 
as deliciously tuneful as soft rock gets. 

Despite an all-new band (with the requisite horns and 
violin), very little had changed: the harmonies were spot 
on, and Messina remains an underrated guitarist. And 
some of the dated ’7os-sensitive lyrics were charming: “Tell 
her she’s the kind of a woman who can send you home, 
knowing that you've really been loved” is the kind of roman- 
tic advice you just don’t get in a contemporary pop song.

THE FAME 
NEW YORK DOLLS 


-It’s curious enough that the New York Press opted to put the 


unsigned NYC band the Fame on its cover back in early 
June, since they have just one short self-released EP (Get on 
the Beat) to their name. But the alt-weekly — long. accused 
of possessing an aversion to all things hipster — must have 
seen in the chipper, energetic foursome an opportunity to 
shake up a scene steeped in self-consciously moody synth- 
rock, one that at its best (Interpol) builds on the foundation 
of those who came before and at its worst (the Bravery, 
Action Action) ventures close cover-band territory. With 
a synth-free, thoroughly unpretentious sound that borrows 
from such unlikely late-’70s/early-’80s sources as the 
Babys, Rick Springfield, and Badfinger, the Fame may well 
be a viable answer to New York cool. 

A week ago Wednesday at T.T. the Bear’s Place, however, 
they were just another no-name act with a less-than-desir- 
able opening slot and a poor turnout for their Boston de- 
but. Of the 25 or so individuals who showed up, nine or 10 
appeared to be having fun. The rest seemed perplexed by a 
band who looked as if they’d just stepped off an REO 
Speedwagon album cover. Not that the Fame seem fazed. 
On “Lost in You” and “Easy on You,” bassist Alana Amram 
and lead singer/guitarist Reno Bo paraded their instru- 
ments around the stage as if they were playing the Pavil- 
ion. Lead guitarist Ryan Daniels unveiled vibrant, stadium- 
sized pop-rock hooks for “Get on the Beat.” And when Reno 
delivered the line put record the stereo/Made 
heart come undone/Ain’t nothing we won't do for rock and 
roll” without a bit of tongue in his cheek, well, that seaied 
the deal for me. That’s right, New York Press: count me 
among the believers.

covers of Van Morrison's “Astral 
Weeks,” Bob Dylan's “Girl from the 
North Country,” Barrett Strong’s 
“Money (That's What I Want),” and, 
okay, “De Luxe (Immer Wieder)” by 
mid-'7os German krautrockers Har- 
monia. As epic prog-rockers will, the 
Machines slow all these tunes to a ly- 
sergic crawl — they even stretch out 
Dylan's “Girl” to the nine-minute 
mark — but there's a sense of 
songcraft that shores up all the tex- 
tural noodling. _Mikael Wood

It’s an aural 
experiment, a test to see what hap- 
pens when you mix the unearthly 
croons of Radiohead with the mind- 
numbing techno lash of Square- 
pusher and add a few Locust-style 
hardcore screams. Opener “Losing 
Color” begins with a spoken lead-in 
before easing into a tuneful lullaby 
with inaudible lyrics; soothing at 
first, it soon becomes monotonous. 
The rest mixes softly sung verses 
with screamed choruses, or lays the 
screams right on top of the coos. In 
“A Day in the Life of a Poolshark,” 
Anderson provides the hardcore 
shrieks while Harris does the too- 
close-for-comfort drones. The tech- 
no instrumental “Les Lumieres” and 
the straight-up hardcore “The Vio- 
lent Tango” and “To Buy a Gun” of- 
fer variety and proficiency, but 
that’s as far as Idiot Pilot get in their 
lab this time.

Classical 
music underpins much of Guentner’s 
work; “Der Wuestenplanet” sounds 
like a string orchestra tuning up for 
an overture. Lush contentment is 
the dominant voice of an album 
that, with but two digressions into 
quiet dance beats, floats joyously on 
an ocean of intense melodic calm.

But before he makes 
like Kiss and finishes up a possibly/ 
maybe/kinda final tour, he’s dropped 
this live DVD document of his second 
Anger Management Tour’s final night 
supporting 2002's The Eminem Show in 
his home town of Detroit. Like most 
concert DVDs, Anger Management is a 
fans-only affair that does nothing to 
further the artist’s musical legacy. 
Rather, it’s Em chewing the huge, 
fluorescent circus stage scenery, act- 
ing his cartoonish self, and running 
through hits with Di2, his squad of 
mediocre MCs, at his side. The crowd 
eats it up, of course. And whether he's 
being ironic or not, it’s unsettling to 
see an arena full of suburban teens 
get led in a chant of “White Ameri- 
ca!” Maybe Marshall should take a 
cue from Jay-Z — rest a while and get

TO ME: CHARLIE POOLE AND 
THE ROOTS OF COUNTRY MUSIC | 
COLUMBIA/LEGACY | Before Jim- 
mie Rodgers and Hank Williams, 
before Bill Monroe and the Stanley 
Brothers, there was Charlie Poole, 
a peripatetic banjo-picking show- 
man whose Depression-era songs 
of wanderlust, womanizing, 
moonshining, and rough times 
were drawn as much from his own 
hard living and short life (he died at 
age 39 after a prodigious 12-day 
drinking binge) as from the fledg- 
ling country, folk, and blues tales of 
the time. On this beautifully illus- 
trated and lavishly annotated three- 
disc set (it’s packaged as a faux 
wooden cigar box with a Crumb il- 
lustration of Poole on top) you can 
hear this ancient, elemental music 
living up to the set's title, as if piped 
in — raw and strange — not just 
from another world but from an- 
other dimension. 

More than 40 of the compilation’s 
72 tracks were recorded between 
1925 and 1930. (The second and third 
discs offer instructive contrasts be- 
tween Poole’s covers of popular 
songs and the earlier source record- 
ings he drew from.) The set thus 
traces the roots, as well as the 
seeds, of rural country, bluegrass, 
and folk, with Poole’s tart, keening 
voice — a crucial asset for cutting 
through the din of a barn dance or 
country fair — moving through 
sweet-tempered waltzes, up-tempo 
jigs, and hill-country blues de- 
signed to keep the merry-makers’ 
feet moving and minds off a dire 
economy. Early on, Poole lost a 
drunken wager that he could catch 
a fastball with his bare hand. He 
closed his hand too quickly and the 
ball broke his fingers into a perma- 
nent arch; that forced him to devel- 
op a three-finger picking approach. 
Together with clubfoot-hobbled 
fiddler and fellow hellraiser Posey 
Wilson Rorer, he became an archi- 
tect of a sound that resides not 
merely in the collective imagina- 
tion of musical archivists but in the 
foundations of all that is Americana.

Although he seems a happy family man in real 
life, Bill Murray on screen has been having 
trouble connecting with his outer child. As the 
wayward oceanographer in Wes Anderson’s 
The Life Aquatic with Steve Zissou he was presented 
with the consequences of a youthful fling in 
the form of Owen Wilson. In Jim Jarmusch’s 
Broken Flowers he has to work harder, tracking 
down a possible son through a tour of girl- 
friends from two decades before. Jarmusch, on 
the other hand, toils less than did Anderson in 
his phantasmagoric idyll. Minimalist as always, 
he tags along after his hangdog hero, making 
the quest comic, eloquent, and universal. 

Sometimes Jarmusch’s minimalism lapses 
into a flair for the obvious — starting with his 
character’s name. Don Johnston (there will be 
jokes about the star of Miami Vice) bears more 
than a passing resemblance to Don Juan. As he 
sits glumly in his darkened living room, The 
Private Life of Don Juan airs unheeded on his TV 
set. His girlfriend Sherry (Julie Delpy) refers to 
him as a Don Juan as she grabs her suitcase 
and leaves. And so on. But the old rake’s come- 
uppance waits on his doorstep: an unsigned 
letter from, we presume, an old flame inform- 
ing him that he has a 19-year-old son and that 
the boy is searching for his father. 

Murray’s impervious face doesn’t reveal 
much in the way of a response; it’s a Ror- 
schach for the viewer. He does, however, stir 
from his inertia long enough to visit his 
neighbor Winston (Jeffrey Wright), an ebul- 
lient, annoyingly content father of five who 
likes to write detective stories. Winston notes 
the letter’s few details (pink envelope, type- 
written) and tells Don that it’s a sign and that 
he must pursue it. What’s more, after pre- 
vailing on Don for a list of names, he provides 
him with an itinerary with suspicious 
alacrity. Don hesitates — his fatal flaw is not 
so much lust as apathy and melancholia — 
but Winston merely tells him to present each 
woman with a bouquet of pink flowers before 
trying to extract any information. 

Jarmusch’s style of travel hasn’t changed 
much since his 1983 breakthrough road movie, 
Stranger Than Paradise: a vaguely sad face staring 
blank landscape through car window. 
(Don takes a few planes as well.) In this case, 
though, the first stop is promising. Dropping 
in on Laura (Sharon Stone), he’s welcomed by 
her scantily clad teenage daughter Lolita (Alex- 
is Dziena). Need I say more? Laura is even more 
effusive in her greetings, cooking Don dinner 
and dragging him into bed. No hard feelings,

JARMUSCH AND MURRAY SNIFF THE FLOWERS 


Here’s one obvious area where Europe trumps 

the USA: filmmaker Jim Jarmusch, marginalized 
in his homeland as a fringe talent, stands tall as a 
major artist overseas. When his Broken Flowers pre- 
miered at Cannes last May, the huge Palais des 
Festivals was packed with journal- 
ists for an 8:30 am screening — 
more, I'd guess, for Jarmusch than 
for his star, Bill Murray. 

The press conference was a 
different beast, however, as en- 
tertainment writers jumped in to 
get droll, colorful quotes from 
the ex-SNL comic. Was it fun for 
Murray to pop up in Jarmusch’s story as a middle- 
aged loser? “It's tough to go back to loves of your 
life,” he said, “recalling the hurt you caused, the 
love that passed you by.” Has he ever looked up an 
old amour? “I've tried. I'm usually in a strange 
town in the middle of the night,” he joked. “But! 
do think of people in my past all the time. Having 
done it in this film, for six weeks of shooting with 
four different actresses, found unsettling and 
disturbing. Much of the time | was stung by what 
they'd say. You might try to go to a circus camp in- 
stead. It’s the same kind of feeling, trying to learn 
on a high trapeze.” 

Did he attempt to create a biography for Don? 
Hardly at all. “I try as much as | can to ‘be there’ 
when the camera rolls. I've tried little that 
‘back-story’ stuff, but it kind of takes you away 
from who you are.” Jarmusch agreed: “I'm not in-

terested in Don's back story, or what holes he has. 
It's sort of my style anyway, looking at details and 
nuances instead of strong plot devices. As a lot of 
critics have made clear, I'm not very plot-oriented. 
And | have no idea what genre the film is, which 
I'm happy about. ! have always 
been attracted to stories of trav- 
el. The road-movie idea is the 
oldest story form: the Odyssey of 
Homer. A journey is just a 
metaphor for one’s life. That's a 
kind of vague answer, but it's 
the best I've got. 

“| wrote a script several years 
ago with Bill in mind and decided not to do it. Bill 
said, ‘| liked that story! Do you have any other 
ideas?’ A few days later, | told him another story | 
was writing, about this character.” (Speaking to the 
Cannes Metro, jarmusch elaborated: “Instead of 
Alain Delon, you have Bill Murray, who looks very 
human. In this film, you start with a guy you don't 
relate to. He’s made money, so what? Now he does 
nothing. But as the film goes on, because it's Bill 
Murray, you start to feel little things for him.”) 

Jarmusch was asked whether Broken Flowers is 
his own tale. “I don't think of it in personal terms. 
It's certainly not autobiographical. | don't analyze 
characters in my films based on my life.” 

Tilda Swinton, after sitting quietly through 
much of the press conference, piped in about ap- 
pearing in this Jarmusch picture about a desperately 
lonely guy. “! saw the film this morning for the first

we gather, but no information either 

From this encouraging beginning, the 
leads grow progressively colder. Dora (Frances 
Conroy) has as her real-estate partner a fatu- 
ous husband who laughs at the “hippie” 
picture Don took long ago. Carmen (Jessica 
Lange), an aloof “animal communicator” for 
spoiled people with spoiled pets, seems to be 
doing some animal communicating with her 
receptionist (Chloé Sevigny), who jealously 
returns the pink flowers as he leaves. And 
biker Penny (Tilda Swinton) lets her hairy 
boyfriend's fists do the talking. 

What does Don find? A few clues, such asa 
pink typewriter and a cat named Winston, and 
several opportunities for Jarmusch to parody 
the garishness of America. But unlike the 
thirtysomething John Cusack, who follows a 
similar path in High Fidelity, Don doesn’t recon 
cile himself with the past, he kisses it goodbye. 
Ascene in a graveyard marks his and the 
film’s emotional climax, and another with a 
young stranger sums up the film’s refusal to 
offer resolution. Hell for this Don Juan is not 
punishment for his excesses but a reminder 
that in the end they come to nothing. ©

The Taming the Shrew; The Comedy Errors

here’s as much violence in Shake- 

speare as in Quentin Tarantino. 

Some of it, like the mutilation and 

human-pastry making of Titus An- 

dronicus, is grotesque. But the may- 
hem of the comedies is mostly knockabout, 
more in the mode of Punch and Judy than Pulp 
Fiction. In the now-hackle-raising The Taming of 
the Shrew, domestic abuse is made merry, 
whereas in The Comedy of Errors, the abuse is 
primarily of domestics. At Shakespeare & 
Company in Lenox, director Daniela Varon 
adds an Elizabethan fillip to the marital 
fisticuffs of Kate and Petruchio; at the Pub- 
lick Theatre, Diego Arciniegas takes a Vittorio 
De Sica approach to the Bard’s vision of car- 
bon copies torn asunder. 

The Shrew program leads with a couple of 
quotes from the untamable Queen Elizabeth 
I. “I know I have the body of a weak and fee- 
ble woman, but I have the heart and stom- 
ach of a king,” asserts the monarch. And “I 
will have here one mistress and no master.” 
Director Varon, who describes herself as a 
feminist, adds that she’s more interested in 
the “astonishing mirror” the Bard held up to 
his society than in taking issue with the 
tenor of the times, when spinsterhood was 
probably the only alternative to subjugation 
— even for the head of state. The director 
sees Kate and Petruchio’s journey from war 
to peace as a joini negotiation with a 
sexist system. And though she es- 
chews the winking overlay many 
modern productions put on Kate’s 
fifth-act paean to wifely duty and 
husbandly hand stomping, she 
does include a Judi Dench- _

It’s clear 
the Christopher Sly of Walton Wilson 
has been partying hearty at Carnival, 

as he spends much of the first scene 
vomiting and otherwise behaving 
disgustingly before passing out and 
proving still rank Vesuvius. But 
this insightful production, he too 

finds himself transformed — through 
the miracle of theater. He not only ob-

serves the play but also gets to play a part (the 
fake Vincentio), and that gives Wilson an op- 
portunity to exhibit hilariously the all-agog 
enthusiasm of the transported amateur. 

Sly is not, however, the heart of The Taming 
of the Shrew. Petruchio, who's “come to wive it 
wealthily in Padua,” and Katherine, the spir- 
ited dowry donor he determines to tame, are. 
And this production boasts a healthily 
thumping auricle and ventricle in the strap- 
ping, “half-lunatic” Petruchio of Obie win- 
ner Rocco Sisto and the short, cocky Kate of 
Celia Madeoy, who eventually decides, to her 
amusement, that if the male-chauvinist es- 
tablishment isn’t beatable, it is manipula 
ble. Sisto’s big, cheerful mercenary doesn’t 
just overpower Kate; he threatens everyone 
in his household, somehow without losing 
amiability. And Madeoy’s pertly snarling 
Kate manages something close to castration 
followed by strangulation with Cremio’s 
cane moments after her first entrance. Varon 
has fun with the disparate heights of her 
players: instead of cutting Kate down to size, 
Petruchio raises her off the floor to his level. 
And from the pair’s first balletic squabble, in 
which they both realize they’ve met their 
match, there is sexual attraction, right down 
to a little circling dance in which they’re 
glued at the crotch. 

With the Induction, the show goes on for 
three hours, but it’s a fleet, inventive three 
hours, with Varon throwing in everything 
from the Singing Nun to dish juggling a la 
the Flying Karamazov Brothers. Kate, joined 

by Stephanie Dodd's taunting handful of a 
Bianca, warbles an Elizabethan lute song; 
Petruchio offers a little Cole Porter; and all 
the players prove versatile, singing, playing 
instruments, and hanging the painted drops 
that indicate changes of scene. A cellist pro- 
vides tootling little bridges, and actors climb 
in and out of costume on stage, pulling their 
weeds from a strolling players’ trunk. 
Throwing another wrench into the period 
sexism some gender bending, with Meg 
Wieder an adorable, clown-suited 
Biondello complete with codpiece. 
Robert Biggs’s Gremio manages 
: several somersaults without dropping 
his cane. Jonathan Croy brings deft 
irony to long-suffering dad Baptista 
Minola. And a quartet of valets serve 
many masters, stopping between jobs 
only to turn their velvet vestments. 
Although we've seen Shrew’s linguisti- 
cally embellished skirmishes a dozen 
times, this edition surprises, 
amuses, and rolls smartly 
through the sticky wickets. 
Varon told the Berkshire Eagle 
that transposing Shrew to 
the 21st century would 
make it “the story of an 
abused woman with 
Stockholm syndrome.” 
Shakespeare's starter 
farce, The Comedy of 
Errors, rides through two 


hours on a very shaky premise — if you were 
scouring the world for your twin and sudden 
ly found yourself repeatedly mistaken for 
someone else, wouldn’t it occur to you you'd 
found him? But there’s absolutely no danger 
of invoking Patty Hearst. So at the Publick, 
director Diego Arciniegas spins things for 
ward to the Italy of the mid 20th ce 
where smolderin 
pants give orders, jealous babes in full skirts 
agitatedly smoke cigarettes, and everywhere 
hovers Catholicism, lingering fascism, and 
the spirit of Sophia Loren. If only the produc 
tion were as antic as it is thoughtful. 

It’s apparent from the foreboding opening 
music that this will be a Comedy of Errors that 
reaches beneath the farce to consider the ar- 
bitrary cruelty — beginning with the first 
scene, in which, the burgs of Syracuse and 
Ephesus being so at odds that a citizen of one 
found in the other is sentenced to death, 
Syracusan merchant Egeon finds himself 
bound for beheading. But first he gets to tell 
the Duke of Ephesus the unhappy story of his 
life, whose center is a shipwreck that sepa 
rated him, one of his infant twin s 
one of twin servants to the sons f 
wife and the other two twins. He is search- 
ing for the son and the servant he raised, 
who left home some years ago in search of 
their counterparts. 

As luck would have it, Antipholus and 
Dromio of Syracuse have just hit the town 
where their Ephesian doubles reside, anda 
chaos of mistaken identity ensues, with the 
Dromios bearing the physical brunt of the 
comedy (whereas the Antipholi get to “dine” 
with women not their wives), until all is ti- 
died up in a classical-comedy finish that 
finds everyone sorted and mated, including 
an Abbess. In the Publick’s sprightly if 
slapstick-stinting production, black-shirted 
policemen vie with the play’s incompetent 
exorcist as instruments of oppression. 
Nigel Gore brings a seasoned somberness to 
Egeon’s long, depressive exposition. Car- 
olyn Lawton’s hot-blooded Adriana is more 
troubled than shrewish. And neither the 
laid-back visiting Antipholus of Lewis 
Wheeler nor the surlier at-home one of Bill 
Mootos is a particularly nice guy. The put-up- 
on Dromios of Steven Libby and Harry La- 
Coste, in matching Bermuda shorts and 
caps, running all the wrong errands and 
getting their faces slapped silly for the 
trouble, are cuddlier. 

Arciniegas has put together a solid acting 
company this summer, many of whom rotate 
between the Shakespeare farce and Tom Stop- 
pard’s equally complicated, more satisfying 
Arcadia. This staging of the wordplay-riddled 
Comedy of Errors is not without giddy comic 
stretches, as when Antipholus and Dromio of 
Ephesus, thought to be possessed, are kept at 
bay by all manner of crosses and rosaries, 
with one or the other set of twins popping up 
like ducks in a shooting gallery. But this play 
needs frantic, and too often it’s allowed 
stand still.

British playwright Caryl Churchill's pre- 

scient A Number neither needs nor gets a 
fancy production in its New England premiere at 
the Payomet Performing Arts Center in Truro’s 
tent at the side of Route 6 (through August 14). 
Set on a bed of gravel that crunches as you take 
your seat, the black-backed stage platform 
holds only a leather couch and a spiral coat 
stand that you later understand represents the 
intertwined strands of the double helix. 

In the chilling manner of Margaret At- 
wood's A Handmaid's Tale, and using the 
oblique and sinister language of Harold Pinter, 
Churchill unfolds her spare theatrical tale of a 
future when the cloning of human beings has 
become a plaything of scientists rather than 
the choice of individuals. If you think it's 
difficult to tell a child he/she is adopted, how 
about telling your son he’s one of 21 walking 
the earth with identical genes? 

The premise is simple: Salter's son Bernard 
has discovered he was created as a clone. Salter 
is by turns apologetic, angry, full of blame for 
the hospital staff, and finally broken by the con- 
sequences. During the 56-minute playlet, we 
meet two of the other “sons”: Bernard the origi- 
nal child, who was given away at age four, and 
Michael Black. Suffolk University senior Nael 
Nacer gives each of the trio a different person- 
ality, suggesting the pre-eminence of nurture 


in the theater. 


actions locked within a rigid frame, revealing 
turmoil only through his eyes.

The transitional and transcendent art Edgar Degas the Sackler Museum

It’s difficult to accept the purely abstract in the 
visual arts without some narrative armature to 
hang it all on — the psychologizing of portrai- 
ture, and the “stories” behind great paintings, 
whether of the subject matter or of the artist. 
Jacques-Louis David's 1784 painting The Oath of 
the Horatii is both a depiction of a story from 
Roman historian Livy and a precursor to the 
French Revolution. And it’s considered perverse 
for the artist to distance himself from audience 
and subject matter with a title like Arrangement 
in Grey and Black when everybody knows this se- 
vere, dignified portrait is “Whistler’s Mother.” 

The Harvard Art Museums have collected 
their impressive holdings of a beloved “represen- 
tational” artist for a beautiful non-blockbuster of 
a show, “Degas at Harvard,” and it throws all the 
old questions about form versus content and rep- 
resentation versus abstraction into high relief. 
Degas (1834-1917) was a couple of years younger 
than Manet, the same age as Whistler (proto- 
Impressionists both), and a half-dozen years 
younger than Monet and Renoir. He was a tran- 
sitional figure who had studied with Ingres and 
was with the Impressionists but not of them. Like 
them, he favored homely, intimate subject mat- 
ter over the heroic, and he abjured the “academ- 
ic” style of the salons in favor of radical, fleeting 
“impressions” of everyday life. 

Historical paintings provide context with 
subject matter like the coronation of Napo- 
leon, the death of Marat, or Washington cross- 
ing the Delaware. But what to make of the 
common laundress or the anonymous café 
singer? That’s not to discount psychology in 
Degas’s celebrated portraits. There’s the stern 
set of the jaw and sidelong stare of Alice Villette, 
a friend who sat for the artist and who now 
looks at us from the cover of the Harvard cata- 
logue. There’s the dreamy regard of Woman 
Seated Beside a Vase of Flowers, hand on chin, ad- 
mired by the late Harvard curator Paul Sachs (a 
central benefactor to the collection) for “those 
qualities French charm and repose which 
set their stamp of time, place, station and na- 
tionality upon the sitter.” 

But what of all the nude studies of women 
toweling off after their baths? The wall text for 
the pastel After the Bath, Woman with a Towel de- 
scribes the model as “turned modestly away 
from us,” but the sitter’s modesty seems sec- 
ondary the oil-like texture the pastel (as 
the wail text points out) and the vibrant ab- 
straction of its color patterns. As for Mme Vil- 
lette, she competes with the view out Degas’s 
large studio window directly behind her, just 
as the seated woman, seen at Harvard ina 
beautifully rendered line drawing, occupies 
less than a third of the finished canvas she 
shares with that enormous vase flowers.

Curators Edward Saywell and Stephan Wolo- 
hojian have divided about 70 Degas paintings, 
prints, drawings, sculptures, and photographs 
among three rooms at the Sackler — roughly by 
chronology, medium, and subject matter. The 
first room concentrates on early studies from 
old masters, and horse racing, the second on 
ballet (including the great sculpture Little Dancer, 
Aged Fourteen), the last on women at their baths. 

At the press preview, Saywell pointed out 
that the show was not a blockbuster because of 
its modest size and because not “every single 
piece masterpiece.” But the cumulative ef- 
fect of the show lies in its quiet power. Its nour- 
ishing but not overwhelming size allows you to 
take in everything, and to take your time. So 
the “conversations” that Saywell hopes for 
among related pieces begin to resonate. You get 
to see Degas’s obsession with revision, his re- 
turning again and again to the same subject 
matter in various media, and how even the 
simplest “study” in pencil or charcoal has the 
authority to dominate a room. 


AFTER THE BATH, WOMAN DRYING 
HERSELF fragile work rescued. 


Take After the Bath, Woman Drying Herself, 
which, executed in charcoal on now-yellowed 
tracing paper, hasn’t been out of storage in 
more than 40 years and represents a heroic 
restoration effort by the Harvard conservators, 
who had to separate the brittle cardboard back- 
ing from the work's equally brittle paper sup- 
port. The largest such piece in the show (97.8 by 
90.1¢m), it’s a knockout. We face the bather 
head-on (rather than at one of Degas’s odd an- 
gles from above) as she sits with her back 
turned toward us, left arm raised as she reaches 
under it with a towel in her right hand. Here is 
the economy of means — a variety of soft shad- 
ing, and rapid, free strokes — suggesting space, 
movement, volume, mass. Look at how the 
blank, unmarked lower back and buttocks take 
shape because of the delicate use of shading on 
the upper back and a simple, heavy line where 
belly meets thigh. There’s also a suggestion of 
another, later master draftsman in the ener- 
gized, De Kooning-like freedom of the squiggly 
line of loose hair or ribbon on top of her head. 

The division between “studies” and finished 
works is often blurred. In the oil painting The 
Rehearsal, a drawn-on grid is still visible in the 
central ballerina. But here again are Degas’s 
signature touches: the use diagonals di- 
vide and energize the composition: the soft 

light-into-shadow entering the rehearsal room 
from three tall windows; the asymmetry that 
leaves a large blank space in the foreground of 
the canvas and puts a seated violinist almost 
out of view at the left edge like a dark mass. It’s 
a “dull” palette of ochers, greens, grays, 
browns, and black, with just the slightest daub 
of pink on the tutu of that central ballerina car- 
Tying your eye from the violinist through the 
line of dancers and to the window. 

The wall text tells us that in earlier incar- 
nations, staircase took the now 


space of floor. It’s the play of light across that 
floor, of course, that helps make this a credible 
interior. The “personality’ of the dancers is not 
individuated in their expressions, and the 
“story” is generic (“the rehearsal”), but the in- 
timacy and the reality of that space could not 
be more apparent. 

In Cotton Merchants in New Orleans, Degas isn’t 
interested so much in the faces of the three 
figures in that room as he is in the individual 
gestures and shapes that will bring the painted 
canvas to life. A figure entering at right is indi- 
cated with just a few lines, but the top hat of 
one merchant bent over the cotton bin has 
force as a black, highlighted cylindrical shape. 
The intensity of his gaze comes through in the 
tilt of his hat as he looks down, in the flat 
white of his shirt front, and at the placement 
of his hands atop the cotton. The cotton itself, 
thrusting diagonally into the painting, is de- 
picted in loving swirls of paint. 

The tension between abstraction and repre- 
sentation comes to a head in the pastel Chan- 
teuse de Café (also called Singer with a Glove). What's 
more important here — the anonymous 
singer's face or her hand, specifically the black 
glove, cutting diagonally across the image and 
thrust at you? The tension is created in part by 
the color, the shape, and the line of that glove 
juxtaposed with the pinkness of her face and 
dress, the tufted fur fringe of her collar and 
sleeve, and the wet lips of that wide-open 
mouth. Her head tilted back, the singer’s eyes 
are almost unfocused. The wall text quotes a 
letter in which Degas urged a friend to go see 
another such café singer. “She opens her large 
mouth and there emerges the most roughly, 

the most delicately, the most spiritually tender 
voice imaginable.” Music, another abstraction,

Anthony DeCurtis’s art the interview

Anthony DeCurtis’s In Other Words is proof 
that celebrity interviews can run deeper than 
Jessica Simpson explaining she doesn’t know 
how to use a washer-dryer. Johnny Cash and 
Bono discuss religious faith. Iggy Pop offers a 
skeptical take on his cultural impact and be- 
moans modern American rock as “guys get- 
ting their dicks hard with machine aid.” Nile 
Rodgers lays out the egalitarian social poli- 
tics of disco and the thinly veiled racism that 
dismantled the music and the movement. 
Here too is the full-length interview for the 
New York Times in which Rufus Wainwright 
detailed his drug-fueled descent into “gay 
hell,” and DeCurtis’s tense discussion with 
Eminem, who was taking heat for his gay- 
bashing lyrics at the time, and sweetly ironic 
experiences like sharing conversation and a 
pack of cigarettes with George Harrison in 
the former Beatle’s idyllic garden years be- 
fore he died of lung cancer. 

DeCurtis has had A-list access for decades 
as an editor at Rolling Stone and Tracks, director 
of VH1 news, and a frequent contributor to 
the New YorkTimes, but this book gets as much 
juice from his gently thoughtful manner of 
questioning as from his connections with 
celebrity. Although he’s known for his music 
journalism, he’s also a pop-culture junkie 
who can slip into the worlds of Don DeLillo, 
Al Pacino, Woody Allen, Martin Scorsese, and 
Jonathan Demme as easily 
as that of Keith Richards. 
Even with the defensive 
Eminem, his belief in the 
interview as a conversational 
rather than a confrontation- 
al art comes through. 

Yet he’s comfortable 
challenging assertions. 
When Phish’s Trey Anasta- 
sio, insisting that it “always 
sucks” when retired bands 
te-form, is informed by De- 
Curtis that the Clash were 
considering regrouping be- 
fore Joe Strummer’s death, 
he retorts that it would have 
been a nightmare. “You 
don’t want to see the Clash 
again, do you?” 

“Um... ,” DeCurtis 
begins. 

“Do you? You kind of 
do!”, Anastasio interrupts. 
“But do you want to see 
them do ‘London Calling’?” 

“Of course,” DeCurtis 
Teplies. “What would you 
want them todo? .. . You 
can call it nostalgia, but if 


you go see the Rolling Stones, they’re still 
great. Bruce Springsteen getting back with the 
E Street Band is another example. In a culture 
in which things so often seem disposable, that 
was a statement that things can last. It was al- 
so a statement about community.” 

The book’s sole throw-away is an interview 
with Lucinda Williams that sheds light on 
neither her nor her art, but the abundance of 
small revelations more than compensates. 
DeCurtis’s discussion with Roxy Music’s Bryan 
Ferry focuses on his upbringing as a poor, sim- 
ple farmer’s son and is full of tearful reminis- 
cences. DeCurtis confesses that he’s “not much 
of an ironist. Irony too often seems merely cute 
smug.” Perhaps that’s why draws 
much out of Ferry and also David Byrne. He be- 
longs to a different club, so they need to relate 
to him on less codified, more human terms. 

Conducted in 1984, his interview with 
Byrne elicits a prophetic observation: “I’m wor- 
ried about this country. . . . The quality of life 
and the quality of manufactured goods, and 
politically, everything seems pretty poor at the 
moment. .. . When you compare this country 
with Japan, and the educational system and all 
those kinds of things. . . .it’s hopeless. Unless 
really radical things are done, this country is 
gonna be down there with the third-world na- 
tions we’re invading. I don’t have any foolproof 
solutions. From our point of view as a band, I 
suppose our political statement is that we’re 
evidence of people working together and doing 
something that has, we would hope, some 
kind of quality in it, and yet isn’t elitist. That's 
the best we can do as a band at the moment: be 
aliving example.” ©

Women’ Concord

Dana Reitz says her new Sea Walk is based 

on the shapes and spaces, the translucent 
colors and the organic development, of shells. 
This makes a nice metaphor for the three- 
woman trio that had its first performance last 
Thursday at Concord Summer Stages Dance, 
but it doesn’t necessarily define the piece. 
During the hour-long dance, many other sea- 
related images came to mind, suggested by 
the title and by the remarkable performances 
of Reitz, Sara Rudner, and Christine Uchida. 

All three women exemplify the intelligent, 
individual, and physically arresting type of 
dancer who works with Twyla Tharp. Reitz be- 
gan choreographing solos and chamber 
dances after a brief adventure with one of 
Tharp’s earliest working groups; Rudner and 
Uchida starred in the legendary Tharp compa- 
ny of the 1970s and "80s. Sea Walk, like all of 
Reitz’s work, is a subtle improvisation on a set 
of shared movement themes. It’s so carefully 
rehearsed yet spontaneously created that you 
can’t really say who choreographed it. 

The dance is a continuous series of episodes 
silence. dim and changeable light (de- 
signed by Rick Martin) the women swirl 
through and recede like the tide on a calm day. 
Sometimes they seem to be describing the look 
of the water as it eddies around the rocks or 
sweeps over the shallows. Sometimes they be- 
come the water, splashing up in sudden jumps 
or swaying like seagrass in the wind. Some- 
times they just abandon the nature imagery 
and become women walking by the sea. 

The light plays on them from above and 
behind, throws their shadows onto the walls, 
or creates pools of theatrical brightness. De- 
spite the outdoor implications, it never feels 
like broad daylight. The filmy robes in smoke 
gray and sandy beige that the women wear 
take on turquoise and silver undertones in 
certain glints light. Daniel Michaelson’s 
layered costume designs create a kind of cara- 
pace around each dancer’s body, camouflag- 
ing her as it allows her to glide in and out. 

Uchida began the piece, dipping and

swaying in spirals. She planted each foot in 
sturdy contact with the ground as she 
walked. Later on she exploded quietly with 
accelerating turns and quick small changes 
of direction. I felt powerful reserves of ener- 
gy in her, and also moments when that en- 
ergy seemed to flag. Rudner projected a 
sense of amplitude, with big enveloping 
gestures, expansive shoulders and upper 
torso, and a little sequence of fast grapevine 
twists and frisky kicking-back steps. 

Reitz, tall and straight, seemed at times 
a kind of sentinel, stalking through the 
space, marking out the boundaries close in 
around her body and far away, with wind- 
ing, looping, throwing, shaking, waving, 
chopping, flipping gestures. She appears 
the most understated of performers, and 
yet with the slightest inward curve of the 
torso, thrust of the foot, or alteration of her 
focus, she can transform herself from god- 
dess to goofball. 

There were tiny encounters and conver- 
sational interchanges among the three. 
They’d meet, stroll a few steps together, 
pause, double back, savoring their telepath- 
ic game of stopping and going. Bent for- 
ward, hands braced on the back of their 
hips, they gathered to commiserate about 
aching muscles and sore knees, then went 
on again, pacing, pushing at the air cur- 
rents, watching one another. 

Reitz’s dance originates from deep, 
calm places. To the everyday multi-tasker, 
it looks sparse, flat. Some people wanted 
more contrasts or bigger effects. But it’s like 
a deserted beach: the more you look at it, 
the more you see. I’ve known all three 
women, as dancers and friends, for decades, 
but as the dance went on, I discovered new 
things about them, and as the light began 
to fade for good, I thought I was just begin- 
ning to know them. After the room went 
dark, the audience was absolutely still for 
what seemed like half a day, until the lights 
came up for the bows. ©

Hildegard von Bingen, Isabella Castile, Conradi’s Ariadne, L’Orfeo

ystic or migraine sufferer? 
That’s one question history can’t 
answer regarding Hildegard von 
Bingen (1098-1179), German 
abbess, visionary, theologian, 
composer, artist, and adviser to the great 
minds and personages of her day. Another 
is whether she herself composed all the mu- 
sic that’s appearing on a growing body of 
CDs or whether there was a convent-work- 
shop aspect to the project. She did write the 
words — and the musical lines match them 
in originality. 

The second Hildegard disc from Anony- 
mous 4, following on 1,000 Virgins: Chants for the 
Feast of St. Ursula, takes as its theme the action 
of the Holy Spirit. The Origin of Fire: Music and Vi- 
sions of Hildegard von Bingen (Harmonia Mundi) 
pairs six of her melismatic compositions with 
chanted settings extracts from her writings 
to create a 66-minute piece of fire-breathing 
sung theology. As usual, the voices of Anony- 
mous 4 — here Marsha Genensky, Susan Hel- 
lauer, Jacqueline Horner, and Johanna Maria 
Rose — are high, pure, reverberantly record- 
ed, and a little wearing. (In her liner note, 
Hellauer aptly observes that “Hildegard’s 
compositions would almost certainly not 
have been sung consecutively in any service; 
they would have occurred occasionally, and 
must have seemed like exotic creatures along- 
side the everyday monastic chant.”) On their 
OJerusalem Hildegard disc (Deutsche Harmo- 
nia Mundi), Sequentia perform the hymn “O 
ignee spiritus” as if it were a song; Anony- 
mous 4 do it like chant stylists, taking 10:02 
to Sequentia’s 6:49. In the “Vision” that's tak- 
en from her Scivias, Hildegard is visited by “a 
flame the color of air,” and that describes this 
release. Essential for Hildephiles, but a better 
(though two-disc) introduction her music 
and thought is Sequentia’s performance of 
her morality play Ordo Virtutum (DHM), West- 
ern music’s first opera. 

Moving from musical theology to musical 
biography, we have Isabella I reina de Castilla 
(AliaVox), from Jordi Savall, a disc that’s sub- 
titled “Lights and Shadows in the Time of the 
First Great Queen of the Renaissance, 
1451-1504.” This is the Isabella of Castile who 
with her husband, Ferdinand of Aragon, 
bankrolled Christopher Columbus’s voyages 
to the New World, but she and Ferdinand also 
established the Inquisition (1478) and ex- 
pelled unconverted Jews (1492) and Muslims 
(1502) from Spain, and in 1496 Pope Alexander 
gave them the title “Los Reyes 

Drawing on composers ranging from Guil- 
laume Dufay to Pedro de Escobar and Juan del 
Enzina plus anonymous Sephardic and Mus- 
lim material, Isabella I traces her life: births, 
wars, treaties, coronations, and the death of 
the couple’s only son, Juan, in 1497. It’s the 
usual exemplary production from Catalan 
gambist Savall, who over the past decade has 
set early-music standards for performance (ro- 
mantic and kinetic) and presentation (the lav- 
ish booklets of his AliaVox label) while draw-

ing attention to Iberia’s Christian, Jewish, 
and Muslim traditions. Here he’s joined by 
the instrumental group Hespérion XXI, the vo- 
cal group La Capella Reial de Catalunya, and 
his wife and daughter, Montserrat Figueras 
and Arianna Savall, in music that’s often 
grave (Johannes Cornago’s “Patres nostri pec- 
caverunt”) but just as often humorous, partic- 
ularly when it’s taunting the French. An 
anonymous villancico tells us, “France’s game 
is slipping/It’s checkmate thanks to the 
queen!”; and one by Pedro de Tordesillas be- 
gins, “You pettifogging Frenchies/Tell me 
how it was/That you fled across the border/In 
dread the great lion’s claws.” It’s testimony 
to the wealth of this period that there’s almost 
no overlap between Isabella I and last year’s Tes- 
tament reissue of the David Munrow disc Mu- 
sic for Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain. 

The liner note from Rui Vieira Nery is gen- 
erous overlooking the Catholic Monarchs’ 
shortcomings; what’s odder is that Nery 
makes no mention of Isabella’s two daugh- 
ters. Catherine of Aragon was Henry VIII’s 
first wife and the mother Queen Mary 
Bloody Mary. Juana Loca married Philip 
their son became Holy Roman Emperor 


Charles V (the subject of a 2000 Jordi Savall 
disc), and he in turn was the father of Philip 
Il, who married Queen Mary (his first cousin 
once removed) and later sent the Armada 
against England. Perhaps Savall will give us 
the Spanish music of the later 16th century 
(notably Tomas Luis de Victoria) in a disc de- 
voted to Philip II. 

The overlooked tradition of Baroque Ham- 
burg has been the focus of the Boston Early 
Music Festival in its two most recent opera 
productions, Johann Mattheson’s Boris Goude- 
now (1710) this year and Johann Georg Conra- 
di’s Ariadne (1691) in 2003, and the latter, a 
BEMF performance recorded in Bremen in 
2004, is now available as an attractively 
priced ($32) three-disc set from CPO. Christ- 
ian Heinrich Postel’s libretto elaborates on 
the various Greek myths surrounding Theseus 
to create the melodrama so beloved of 
Baroque operagoers. Athenian Theseus 
Crete as a sacrifice to the Minotaur, but he’ll 
prevail against the half-man half-bull if he 
can get the help of Minos’s daughter Ariadne, 
who knows the secret of the labyrinth. His 
triumph would please her mother, Pasiphaé, 
who gave birth to the Minotaur after copulat- 


ing with a bull and would like to see this re 
minder of her shame erased; it would not 
however, please her father, Minos, who's ea 
ger to maintain Cretan hegemony over 
Athens and so wants Theseus erased. The 
good news for Theseus is that Ariadne loves 
him; the bad news is that he prefers her sister 
Phaedra. All the same, he tells Ariadne he 
loves her, and when Phaedra overhears and 
upbraids him, he has to backtrack, and then 
of course Ariadne overhears that. (It’s a 
Baroque-opera trope: Josennah, Axinia, and 
Olga perform the same dance in Boris 
Goudenow.) That's not complicated enough, so 
we also have mystery man Evanthes, who 
loves Ariadne and is her parents’ chosen suit 
or; after Theseus deserts her, he'll reveal him 
self to be Bacchus. 

Three hours of agonizing over love and du- 
ty works no worse for Postel and Conradi than 
it would for Mozart and Wagner; the mythic 
scenario gives backbone to Postel’s characters 
the same way it would Wagner’s, and Conradi 
in his kicky dance music (try the scissors- 
grinders’ chorus at the end of act one) shows 
himself an apt pupil of Praetorius and 
Schein. Canadian soprano Karina Gauvin in 
the title role is the vocal anchor of this per- 
formance, as scintillating in Bremen as she 
was in Boston. Ellen Hargis as Phaedra and 
Venus, Matthew White as Evanthes/Bacchus, 
and Jan Kobow as the comic Pamphilius are 
also back from the Boston production. James 
Taylor holds up his end as Theseus, but Bar- 
bara Borden's Phaedra seems a little thin. 

Baroque opera was nothing if not visually 
luxuriant, and glance the handsome 
booklet reminds one what this CD is missing. 
Did Radio Bremen videotape the Bremen per- 
formances? Is a DVD in the offing? 

The same question haunts the latest CD re 
lease of Claudio Monteverdi's 1607 opera L'Or- 
feo, from Jean-Claude Malgoire, La Grande 
Ecurie, and La Chambre du Roy. Malgoire is 
of the rough-and-ready rather than the emas- 
culatedly academic school of early-music per- 
formance, and this production, which was 
recorded live in the French-Belgian border 
city of Tourcoing last October, is unexception- 
able in its beauty and energy. But the liner 
photos — Kobie van Rensburg’s ardent Orfeo, 
Cyrille Gerstenhaber’s voluptuous Euridice, 
Philippe Jaroussky’s embracing La Speranza, 
Delphine Gillot’s goth Proserpina — make you 
wonder what you're not seeing. Not only does 
the CPO Ariadne have no video competition, it 
has no CD competition, and it’s not likely to 
any time soon. There are other good CD Orfeos 
(Nikolaus Hanoncourt on Teldec for quirky, 
Sergio Vartolo on Naxos for cheap), however, 
and everybody's trumped by the BBC DVD, 
where Jordi Savall, leading the same forces as 
on the Isabella CD at the Cran Teatre del Liceu 
in Barcelona, has Furio Zanasi as Orfeo, Ari- 
anna Savall as Euridice, Montserrat Figueras 
as La Musica, and dancers who seem to have 
come on stage directly from a Botticelli panel 
or Canto X of Paradiso. ©

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crisis mode. In March 2001, after a bitter 
and public dispute over ownership of the 
show, WBUR severed its ties with the popu- 
lar and cerebral Chris Lydon, who had host- 
ed The Connection since its inception in 1994. 
What followed was a closely watched “bake- 
off,” a series of on-air auditions to succeed 
Lydon, that was won by Gordon. 

Although he had distinguished journal- 
istic credentials, few expected the more 
low-key Gordon to replicate 
Lydon’s radio style or formula. As one pub- 
lic-radio program director put it at the time: 
“I think that Chris Lydon was a wild intel- 
lectual. I think Dick Gordon is a little more 
down-to-earth.” 

“I was never going to be Lydon. AndI 
was only going to do myself damage by pre- 
tending to be Chris Lydon,” says Gordon. “I 
don’t think I quite knew how tightly wound 
together Chris’s name was 
with the program.” 

Still, if Gordon didn’t gen- 
erate a Lydon-esque buzz 
around the show, he was solid 
and knowledgeable. In her 
2004 letter to the USCIS, Chris- 
to cited the Radio-Television 
News Directors’ awards and 
Associated Press honors Gor- 
don had won for programs 
originating from Baghdad. 
“His on-air presence excep- 
tional and his journalistic 
analysis balanced, in-depth, 
uncompromised,” she added 
in the letter. 

In a Phoenix interview, 
Christo stands behind those 
sentiments. 

“I’m very proud of the work 
that Dick Gordon and The 
Connection did, and I’m particu- 
larly proud how during the c 
risis of 9/11, they were able to 
use his experience as a foreign 
correspondent,” she says. “I 
think Dick did a wonderful job, and I’ll 
miss him.” 

But last fall, the situation at WBUR 
changed dramatically. A fast-moving scan- 
dal that raised allegations of station mis- 
management generated a BU investigation 
and caused long-time general manager 
Christo resign. The school brought one 
of its own — Fiedler, who was an assistant 
general manager and to stabilize the situa- 
tion at the debt-ridden station. According to 
BU and WBUR e‘ticials, the station had 
racked up a 313 million operating deficit for 
Tiscal years 2° «1 through 2004. 

In March -: this year, Grant Thornton, a 
consulting iirm1 hired by BU, released a 73- 
page report calling for the station to stream- 
line its management, establish greater 
transparency with donors, develop a clearer 
strategic mission, and forge closer ties to 
the university. 


MUCKING? 
Gordon says that after Fiedler arrived at his 
temporary WBUR post, the new boss gave 
him no sense that there were any problems 
with The Connection. 

“We all had our individual meetings 
with Peter Fiedler,” Gordon says. “He want- 
ed to know what we thought. I really 
thought my meeting with him went well. 
Then later, in a meeting with all staff, on 
two different occasions ... Peter said, ‘Look, 
I'll have nothing to do with editorial 
charges at the programs.’ It was a fairly 
clearly stated mandate.” 

In an interview with this reporter last 
November, shortly after taking over, Fiedler 
said: “I really don’t want to get around [to] 
mucking with the programming too much. 
I don’t think there’s anything about the 
programming that is broken right now.” 

On the day he was fired, Gordon says, “I 
was handed a letter that had the words 
‘budget restraint’ and ‘realignment.’ That 
wasn’t explained.” He also says he had 
heard no talk about ratings issues until a

few days later, when he learned of Ster- 
ling’s quotes to the media. And Gordon in- 
sists ratings were never an issue brought 
his attention. 

“If it was a preoccupation for them pri- 
or to the decision to close the program, 
they didn’t share that with us,” Gordon 
says. “No one from management ever came 
to us and said, ‘We have a ratings problem’ 
or ‘We want to talk about changing the 
program.’ It never happened.” 

Because public radio stations are not 
commercial enterprises, ratings infor- 
mation tends to be held close to the 
vest. But Gordon says he has seen recent 
data measuring a so-called loyalty factor, 
which he says “measures the attraction 
of a program and the audience desire 
to return to the program.” Gordon reports 
that among core listeners, The Connection 
had a high loyalty rating 
in the area of 70 and 80 
percent, “which is extreme- 
ly good compared to public 
radio.” 

One other clue to The Con- 
nection’s ratings — albeit one 
that is not up to date — isa 
“performance snapshot” 
compiled by the station from 
the spring of 2001 to the 
spring of 2003. That chart 
shows the program’s total 
audience rising from 
520,800 in the spring of 2001 
to 666,400 in the fall of 2001 
(when 9/11 occurred). It 
dropped to 527,200 in the 
spring of 2002, rose to 
582,400 in the fall of 2002, 
and then jumped to 643,500 
in the spring of 2003. The 
number of stations carrying 
The Connection also rose from 
47 in the spring of 2001 to 
the current number of 66. 

“LT have about 4ooo 
theories for the cancellation of the show,” 
Gordon says. But he acknowledges that 
he can’t be sure which, if any, are 
accurate. 

Budgetary concerns could certainly be 
involved. There’s also WBUR’s expressed 
desire to focus more on local journalism. 
With The Connection, Here and Now, and On 
Point, it can be argued that the station has 
too many topical interview and informa- 
tion shows. One theory is that The Connec- 
tion was elbowed out of the way by On Point, 
hosted by Tom Ashbrook, and that the sta- 
tion was eager to move On Point out of its 
7 pm slot, perhaps because Chris Lydon 
has recently returned to the airwaves 
with a show on rival WGBH-FM in that 
same time period. 

Gordon wonders if he generated resent- 
ment because he declined to participate in 
on-air fundraisers. 

“I tried it a couple of times. I sucked at 
it,” he says, adding that asking for dollars 
on the air “diminishes the person who 
you’re hiring as a journalist.... I don’t 
have a fundraising patter. I’m not that 
kind of person.... You just pick up a sense 
of resentment that you’re not pulling your 
weight in the fundraising.” 

Soon, though, Gordon will start turn- 
ing his attention to his future. “I actually 
don’t know what I’m going to do,” he says. 
“We've had inquiries from other public ra- 
dio stations that sound interesting. 
They’ re just inquiries.” 

He also plans to return to the area and 
his Brookline home in the late summer or 
early fall to conclude some unfinished 
business. “It is home. It is where we’ve 
got friends now,” he says. “I haven’t sat 
across the table from the people who 
worked with me at The Connection. I need 
totalktothem.” ©

recalls, surrounded the car with their guns 
drawn, ready to apprehend an adult criminal. 
Instead, they found an 11-year-old girl. 

She had been in the custody of the Depart- 
ment of Social Services (DSS) — the state 
agency that swoops in to protect young children 
from abuse and neglect — since she was nine 
years old. While she doesn’t go into the precise 
reasons for her DSS placement, Alicia will say 
that she doesn’t speak to either of her parents 
anymore. She maintains contact only with 
her brother, sister, and cousin — because “those 
are the only people who are positive in my life.” 

Today, Alicia is 17, with long, wavy brown 
hair, gold rings on her fingers, and a thick 
Massachusetts accent. She can rattle off several 
injustices perpetrated by the Massachusetts 
juvenile-justice system, and when she talks 
about getting cuffed — shoving her hands in 
front of her torso, wrists together — you can tell 
it’s an experience she’s had more than once. 
Since the stolen-car incident, Alicia has been 
in the Department of Youth Services (DYS) sys- 
tem, weaving through several different programs 
and probation terms. It hasn’t been pretty. But 
in her final year as a juvenile, she has hope. 

Alicia is one of four 17-year-old girls who 
are the first inhabitants of a brand-new 
transitional-living facility in the MetroWest 
area of Massachusetts. (To protect the residents’ 
safety, the Phoenix agreed not to disclose the 
exact location of the house or the girls’ last 
names.) Officially opened on July 18, the home 
is the first of its kind for girls in the state. 

It’s a little like The Real World for troubled 
youths. The house has room for eight girls ata 
time. There’s a well-stocked kitchen where the 
girls prepare their own meals with staff assis- 
tance (when I visit, they rave about last night’s 
mashed potatoes), a living room with comfy 
couches and a TV, and bedrooms adorned with 
stylish sheets and comforters. There’s also a 
large back yard for sports and gardening. 

The girls chosen for this program (designed 
for older teenagers; most participants will 
be 17) have particularly dicey backgrounds. 
Many have neither stable homes nor families 
to turn to for support when they leave treat- 
ment facilities and re-enter the community. 

“If we try to place them home, they run, 
they run, they run,” explains DYS director of 
female services Laura Prescott. “It’s not like 
they’re running to be free, they’re running away.” 

The new home actually affords a fair 
amount of freedom. The girls can make 
phone calls pre-approved list friends 
even boyfriends — and’can also have visitors. 
Depending on her educational and vocational 
needs and interests, each girl will choose her 
own path, with staffers constantly on hand 
to offer assistance. Counselors will use dialec- 
tical behavior therapy — a skills-based ap- 
proach that focuses on modifying reactions to 
difficult situations — to help the girls develop 
stress-management tools. 

In preparing them to live on their own, 
staff members and counselors will help the 
girls finish their educations, get jobs in the 
community, and save money (they must have 
at least $2500 before they can leave). Once 
they graduate out of the home and into their 
own apartments, they’ll get daily visits from 
transitional counselors. The house also fea- 
tures two extra beds in case anyone has trou- 
ble adjusting and wants to come back. 

“Two years from now, if they’re going 
through a personal crisis, [they need] to have 
a natural support system,” says Kendra 
Marien, the home’s program director, who 
stresses the importance of teaching female 
empowerment and personal strength. “Even 
though they have been in these situations 
where they haven't felt particularly strong, 
it’s a strength that they’ve survived.” 

As the first residents, the girls will be in 
charge of naming the program. They liked 
“Mariposa” (which means “butterfly” 
Spanish), but someone told them it sounded-

like a curse word in another language, and 
now they’re back to square one. Were it not 
for an unfortunate translation, the metaphor 
of transformation would be perfect. 


LIVING CAPTIVITY 

In the past io years, the number of girls com- 
mitted to DYS in Massachusetts jumped a full 
168 percent, to 477. During the same time pe- 
riod, the much larger DYS-committed male 
population rose just seven percent, to 2467. 
(See “Girls in Jail,” This Just In, July 1.) Theo- 
ries abound as to why the number of female 
delinquents has soared. The hypothesis put 
forth most frequently is that law-enforcement 
officials, lawyers, and judges are simply less 
lenient with girls than they used to be. 

“In the past, there was group kids 
to no good, they would arrest the boys and send 
the girls home,” says Lael Chester, executive 
director of the Boston-based Citizens for Juve- 
nile Justice. “Now, they’re all treated equally.” 

Oddly, the increase in arrests is also attrib- 
utable to paternalism among some juvenile- 
court judges, experts say — a sense of “at least 
if they’re locked up, they’re safe,” says Francine 
Sherman, a Boston College law professor who 
speaks and writes often on girls’ justice. 

Indeed, many of the girls themselves rec- 
ognize that they’re safer locked up than they 
were outside. “I would have died if I wasn’t in 
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DYS,” says Stephanie, a shy girl with thin 
blondish braids, several piercings, and eyes 
that vacillate between kind and suspicious. “I 
was always on the street. I wasn’t a bad kid, I 
just chilled with the wrong people.” 

Experts also suggest that girls are getting 
snagged by stricter enforcement of zero- 
tolerance-for-violence policies in schools, or 
because domestic-violence laws in the state 
have changed, turning what used to be terri- 
ble family squabbles into arrestable incidents. 
Then there’s the fact that other state agencies 
that could address troubled behavior, includ- 
ing DSS and the Department Mental 
Health, are stretched thin. Without the ap- 
propriate resources to help troubled or abused 
kids — like Alicia and Stephanie — when they’re 
younger, the state often sees them again 
when they’re old enough to start acting out. 

Delinquent girls, almost all whom have 
some type of trauma in their backgrounds, 
especially need this attention. DYS statistics 
show that a full 75 percent of the agency’s fe- 
male population had at some point received 
DSS services. 

Once they’re in, boys and girls remain in DYS 
custody until they are 18 or 21 years old, depend- 
ing on their offense. They spend some of that 
time — anywhere from several months to more 
than a year — in a DYS facility. When they’re 
not enrolled in a program, they live either with 
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their parents foster home, adhering 
stringent probation, complete with curfews, 
school-attendance policies, and mandatory 
visits from DYS staffers. 

When girls in DYS custody act out, it’s of- 
ten in the form of low-level offenses, such as 
shoplifting or trespassing. (In fact, almost 75 
percent of DYS girls are classified in the 
agency’s two lowest offender levels, which 
include nonviolent “public order” property 
disturbances. Only six percent are in the 
fourth, and highest level, which covers as- 
sault with a weapon.) Sherman describes 
what she calls the DYS “revolving door”: girls 
commit minor offenses, are put on probation, 
violate their probation, and then are commit- 
ted to DYS on probation violation. “Girls are 
driven deeper into the system due these 
minor violations,” she says. 

This is a sore subject 
with the girls, who launch 
into a chorus of complaints 
about probation — how po- 
lice officers can just show 
up and arrest you (here, 
there are several amusing 
imitations of police officers 
knocking on doors or com- 
ing to schools) and how 
“they don’t care who you’re 
with,” Stephanie says, look- 
ing down. “They’ll even do 
it in front of your sister.” 

Combine all these ele- 
ments and DYS — already 
familiar with how to deal 
with boys — must now ad- 
just to serve a growing fe- 
male population. 

“It really requires the 
department rethink its 
approach,” acknowledges 
new commissioner Jane 
Tewksbury (the first woman 
to hold the post), who notes 
that despite DYS’s reputation 
as a“boys’ agency,” girls now 
make up a small but signifi- 
cant percent DYS cases. 

To that end, this year 
DYS requested additional 
money from the state legis- 
lature for a Girls’ Initiative — 
and got about $2.5 million for female-specific 
services. The agency was able to hire Prescott 
as the first female-services director and raise 
salaries for counselors who work in girls’ resi- 
dential programs. Plus, it was able to signa 
$750,000 contract with Eliot Community Hu- 
man Services (which runs other residential 
homes for adolescents and adults throughout 
the state), which will operate the girls’ transi- 
tional-living facility for DYS. 


NEVER ALONE 

On their second morning in the house, Alicia, 
Fifi, Lilly, and Stephanie four girls often 
branded with label sit around 
the dining-room table knitting blankets (a 
skill they picked other DYS programs).

It’s easy to forget, when they’re talking 
about their favorite music (Lil’ Kim, Mike 
Jones, Tupac) or TV shows (soaps, Judge Joe 
Brown, Oprah), that they have experienced 
things that are foreign to most girls their age. 

Then they’ll start swapping stories 
about their histories —“I hopped ina 
stolen car ... and got arrested in a grave- 
yard,” says Stephanie. Lilly, three months 
pregnant, is reminded to take her prenatal 
vitamin — a quick jolt back to reality. 

The girls seem eager create new reali- 
ties. Alicia wants to get her GED, study 
psychology, and work for DYS. Lilly, who 
raised her little brother, wants to work in 
day care. Fifi knows that she “can’t work in 
a fast-food place,” and instead is aiming to 
become either a pediatrician or a kinder- 
garten teacher. And Stephanie brightens 
up when she talks about 
eventually owning her 
own auto shop (she 
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high school). 

They get excited when 
they start to list what 
they want to do when 
they’re on their own — 
get their driver’s licens- 
es, go to the nail salon, 
pick up job applications 
at nearby stores, and get 
cable. They thrill Marien 
when they announce that 
they love the staffers. 
“They don’t treat us like 
little babies,” Fifi ex- 
plains. “They treat us 
like adults.” 

In the eyes of the law, 
they will be adults ina 
matter of months. But 
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ferent story. “Because 
they’ve had deprivation, 
even at 18 they’re not go- 
ing to be as self-sufficient 
and independent as other 
18-year-olds might be,” 
Sherman says. “They still 
need support to develop 
into healthy adults.” But 
for the new home, Sher- 
man has high hopes. “One of the keys to 
successful programs for girls is extended 
transition time and follow-up. The longer 
the follow-up, the better the outcome in 
the end. It’s whole different ball game 
when you get home.” 

“If 1 was on my own, I’d get nervous or 
do things I didn’t want to,” Lilly admits, 
rubbing her stomach. She’s spent her 
formative years in DYS care and feels safer 
knowing that her transition will be moni- 
tored, and eased, by counselors. “It’s good 
that they’re still going to be there.” ©

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MUSEUM PIECE MFA patrons eat and muse 


Rarely does a restaurant benefit as much 
from location inside a nonprofit organiza- 
tion as Bravo does. Its space within the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts is large, so tables can be 
well spaced. It doesn’t have to be loud and 
popular, so it is carpeted and quiet. It’s inex- 
pensive (with free parking after 
additional 15 percent off for museum mem- 
bers), and it would even be romantic if it 
were darker. Bright lights from huge lamps 
diminish the intimacy, but make it almost 
possible for museum patrons read the 
menu. The well-spaced tables, however, 
may contribute to the erratic service that 
dogged both our winter and summer visits. 
Food quality was also inconsistent, but some 
was always very good, and the short menu 
means that dishes are given their due. A 
particularly nice idea is not tying a lot of 
dishes to the current exhibit (although the 
restaurant was named after an artist on ex- 
hibit when it opened, Claudio Bravo). Cur- 
rently, Ansel Adams is represented by a sin- 
gle apple-flavored drink, not a parade of 
black-and-white appetizers. 

Instead, Bravo does rather nice, visually 
attractive bistro food, somewhat inexpen- 
sively. There’s a wine list of expensive bottles 
and very good selections by the glass. And if 
you have only appetizers or desserts, no one 
seems to mind. 

Food starts well with a basket of boat- 
shaped sesame wafers large that one wish- 
es for a dip. It’s hard to get past the meze sal- 


ad platter for two ($19). 
When we tried it last Decem- 
ber, it was grilled zucchini 
and eggplant, feta cheese, a 
salad of baby carrots, ultra- 
thin French haricot beans, 
good winter tomatoes, and 
three colors of beets decorat- 
ed with balsamic syrup. We 
were ravished. We also had 
an appetizer of seared tuna 
with Moroccan spices ($16) 
with a balsamic salad of 
onion, tomato, potato, and 
lots of cilantro, a brilliant 
spin on the too-common 
seared tuna. It’s still on the 
menu. The smoked-chicken 
salad ($13) hasn’t survived, 
but maybe it will be back 
next winter; served in a ter- 
rine with hazelnuts, blue 
cheese, two kinds of beets, 
and lots of arugula, it was 
another delight. 

Currently, the lobster 
stew ($10) is made with scal- 
lop meat in a lobster stock, a 
sensible response to market 
conditions. It’s a nice bowl of 
rich chowder. Mine was 
slightly upstaged by apple- 
wood-smoked bacon, but the 
chef smuggled in carrots and 
celery along with the usual 
potatoes and plenty of scal- 


lops, as well as a split crack- 


t Bravo. 


er. A little cream doesn’t ob- 
scure the genuine seafood 
stock in every spoonful. On 
the other hand, a so-called wild-mushroom- 
soup special ($7) had almost no mushroom fla- 
vor, and tasted like an oversalted minestrone 
with weirdly sweet croutons melted in. 

Grilled wild salmon ($23) is again a rare 
spin on a too-common platter. The salmon is 
apparently seared first, then baked witha 
coating of crumbs and perhaps a hint of mus- 
tard. Unlike fatty farmed salmon, the wild fish 
is possible to overcook, but Bravo prepared it 
just right, to the point right before it all flakes. 
Everything else just fell into line: a wisp of 
créme fraiche with chives for a sauce, two 
plump asparagus, sautéed artichoke, and 
fried carrot curls on top for a bit of crisp. 

A spiced Kurabota pork chop ($24) was less 
successful. The thick chop was meaty and nice- 
ly done, yet so lean as to be a little dry. A tiny 
dish of excellent barbecue sauce solved that 
problem. (The chop’s salt-and-pepper crust got 
cut away with the fat.) But it was hard to get 
the point grilled cornbread that hadn’t had 
much flavor even when it was just baked; blah 
snap beans in various colors; or even some ex- 
cellent roasted yellow and red peppers that 
ought to be on the meze, but had nothing to 
Say to the pork chop. 

The list of wines and drinks, however, is a 
strong feature. When it comes to wines by the 
glass, I’ve become very interested in when the 
bottle was opened. When you are presented 
with the bottle — this year’s service fad — or 
even given a taste, pay attention to your first 
sip, as some wines are tired and a few even turn

overnight. I’m not sure this was the problem 
with my 2004 Araucano sauvignon blanc 
($7.75). When I had it in December (probably 
the 2003 vintage), it had the sharpness and 
new-mown-hay nose of France’s Pouilly Fumé 
or Sancerre wines, with some of the tropical 
fruit of the New Zealand sauvignon blancs. Ei- 
ther the 2004 is not as sharp, or I got the last of 
the bottle from the night before. issue with 
the Kenwood merlot ($8.75). A passion-fruit 
Mojito ($8.50) had the inverse problem of most 
invented cocktails. In my observation, any 
twist on a dry or sour cocktail, like a margarita, 
martini, or daiquiri, will be much sweeter than 
the original. But the original mojito is a sweet 
rum julep from sugar-rich Cuba, so Bravo’s bar- 
tender left out the sugar, emphasizing the 
sour-orange quality of yellow passion fruit. We 
had to steal some of the coffee sugar to drink it. 

Desserts are a strong point at Bravo, and 
even when they aren’t fabulous, they’re very 
pretty. The current cheese plate ($12) is a big 
slice of Brebis sheep cheese from the Pyrenees. 
It’s served striped with a caramelized and per- 
haps balsamic reduction, with little roasted al- 
monds and a wine-poached pear that hadn’t 
been ripe enough to begin with. Flourless 
chocolate cake ($9.50) is more like flourless 
chocolate fudge, but chocoholics won't quib- 
ble, and who else orders such a thing? A laven- 
der-basil créme briilée ($8) is terrific custard — 
really the best way to use these strongly aro- 
matic herbs in a dessert — but with overly 
burnt sugar crust on top. 

Despite the uneven food and service (more 
on that in a minute), Bravo is a restaurant to 
return to. The subsidized parking takes $15 to 
$20 off your bill right away. And because your 
visit to the museum is so thought-provoking, 
you want a place to talk. Here it is. 

Now to the service issues. Crowds are un- 
predictable and can overwhelm even an estab- 
lished restaurant. My theory is that Bravo runs 
bit understaffed. The kitchen bears responsi- 
bility for some pauses, which is one argument 
for the all-appetizer strategy. We also experi- 
enced a 20-minute delay before our drinks ar- 
rived, which is due either to an overwhelmed 
bar disorganized waiter. fraction the 
room is often screened off for events; this 
makes odd demands on the kitchen, and the 
paying customers wait. ©
